Consequences of perception

Given that the Chronicle is almost 30 years 
along, it seems that this should allow those 
working on it enough breathing space for a 
thoughtful perspective on the paper, what 
it was, and what it is becoming. Since we 
publish weekly, however, there is really 
no such chance for contemplation. 

Instead, though the paper is well 
into its adulthood, everything 
remains jammed and jumbled 
together. It sometimes feels as 
though it was only yesterday 
when it all started; other times, 
it seems like it’s been four or five 
lifetimes now (most of them not 
even mine). A weekly publication 
emanates from its entire history, but this 
does nothing to lessen the load of what must 
be covered every week. 

Being lost in the middle of doing what we 
do, even this far along, crushes and mangles 
things, so that the work is only in the direc- 
tion forward. Most of the time, one feels as if 
one is juggling fragments, hoping to fit them 
together in logical patterns. We don’t really 
know with any sense of assurance, but we do 
hope and trust. 

There are those who always know. Just ask 
them. They know what is the truth and what 
are lies (and those who so know never deal in 
the shades of gray that allow legitimate mis- 
understanding, mistakes, misguided beliefs, 
disagreements, etc. - it is always black and 
white, always truth and lies). The common, 
undetectable currents of life, the flow and 
unpredictability of its emotional constructs, 
ever-changing minute to minute, hour to 
hour, day to day, are like solid, immutable 
matter to them.

They live in hindsight, knowing what is 
going to happen because it already has. They 
look back and in retrospect are certain - cer- 
tain which potential courses are predeter- 
mined to succeed and which will fail. They 
exclude information that doesn’t fit their 
hypotheses. They don’t do or know much, 
nor do they think very much about what they 
know. The quest is for simplicity not complex- 
ity, which is more easily achieved when one is 
less a participant and more an observer. 

Some of that is about the Chronicle. I 
certainly wasn’t sure we were going to sur- 
vive until almost the end of the first 
decade that we published. Over the 
years, some have snorted at that 
claim, insisting that we had to 
know the paper would succeed 
both creatively and financially 
- and, further, that so knowing 
allowed us an arrogance and a 
condescension that has always 
marked the paper: This would not 
have been possible if, as we claim, 
we had been so tom up by the tumultu- 
ous, violent mshing of the rigid schedule of 
publication. We were so caught up and even 
more. But they know we knew. 

In hindsight, they are always wise. After 
something happens, they always make it clear 
that they knew it would happen and would 
do so exactly as it did. This is the certainty of 
the uncertain, the pretension of the terrified 
that insists that there is nothing in their lives 
greater than themselves. 

At the Chronicle, we’re rarely certain of any- 
thing. Blindly pushing the giant boulder for- 
ward, no one really knew that we were head- 
ing up a mountain. When it rolled back on us, 
it just seemed another of the many dirty tricks 
encountered when our lives became the paper 


and the paper our lives. It was as if when we 
entered the world of producing the paper, we 
also followed Porky into Wackyland. 

There were a number of years when I swore I 
would never wax nostalgic on the early years of 
the Chronicle, never look back on them with any 
warmth or kindness, since making it through 
them was so hard and bmtal. Not only was there 
no guarantee of the paper’s survival, but it actu- 
ally seemed most likely that it wouldn’t survive. 

In the earliest days, when the Chronicle 
was biweekly, after the paper went off to the 
printer, it was hard to leave the office. Instead 
we’d lounge around without purpose, often 
just hating one another, but even a hostile 
social environment was better than going to 
an empty house to sit alone. 

Given the biweekly schedule in that dull, 
tense atmosphere of not quite a tmce among 
those of us exhausted by the prolonged hostil- 
ity, we could and often did begin planning the 
next issue. There was more than enough time 
to figure out stories that needed to be done 
and assign them, then get them in from the 
writers and edit them. The biweekly pacing 
was erratic and confusing, but it did allow 
time to catch one’s breath and consider. 

“It is a curious emotion, this certain home- 
sickness I have in mind. With Americans, 
it is a national trait, as native to us as the 
roller-coaster or the jukebox. It is no simple 
longing for the home town or country of our 
birth. The emotion is Janus-faced: we are tom 
between a nostalgia for the familiar and an 
urge for the foreign and strange. As often as 
not, we are homesick most for the places we 
have never known.” - Carson McCullers

complete fictions, then how can any informa- 
tion that emanates from that standard be of 
any value? 

Objects, social customs, and economic reali- 
ties that are now no longer here but are in 
the past are always easier to love than what 
is around us now. The past can always be 
remembered not only as better than the present 
but also as better than it really was or possibly 
could have been. Obviously, the future invites 
similar unquestionable but entirely comfortable 
speculation, but being unknown does not allow 
it the sam, near-perfect majesty of the past. 
We celebrate the past and use the future as a 
boogeyman to scare or a holy man to bless while 
we are dismayed at and decry the present. 

“Maybe when people longed for a thing 
that bad the longing made them trust in any- 
thing that might give it to them.” - Carson 
McCullers, The Heart Is a Lonely Hunter

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The conceit is that the U.S. citizen 
is overtaxed to support corruption, the 
many failures of inept government, and 
the enormous cost of misguided social 
welfare programs. The thinking goes 
that none of us really benefits from 
government, so it should be easy to cut 
its spending. 

Looking at the annual U.S. budget, 
one finds that 23% goes to defense, 20% 
to Social Security, 19% to Medicaid, and 
5% to interest. This accounts for 67% of 
the budget. Add another 17% in manda- 
tory spending, and TARP is 4%, leav- 
ing only 12% for discretionary spending 
in the best interests of this country. Most 
of that money has already been claimed by 
one group or another. Discretionary spend- 
ing makes for good headlines, but there 
really is precious little of it being done. 

The mandatory spending is not for 
the social safety net, education, or an 
extensive social program. It is money for 
you and me, for our families and our 
children. Money paid in over the years. 
Cuts in social and education programs 
may save some in taxes, but they also cost 
many individual citizens plenty. During 
the Bush years, much of the budget that 
went to the social safety net was slashed. 
The amount was relatively insignificant, 
neither affecting the growing debt nor 
helping balance the budget. The cutting 


was a malevolent gesture by Republicans 
who hated social programs. 

Something like 30% of citizens and 50% 
of households pay no income tax. Most of 
those who feel that they are being overtaxed 
in order to support their lazy neighbors as a 
socialist exercise in redistribution of wealth 
are just wrong. 

After being elected, this generation 
of tea-party-proud and assertively naive 
Smiths will descend on D.C. like a vast 
emergency rescue squad or as an armed, 
shielded, and masked tactical police force 
ready to fix the situation. They’ll be 
frisky, but expect them either to do noth- 
ing or to be more destructive than even 
the Bush administration. As for positive, 
substantive change, don’t expect it. Not 
much will change, because most of what 
they claim needs changing isn’t close to 
where they claim it is in the first place. 
Frustrated, the American constituency 
will then turn to the already known, re- 
electing President Obama. ■

The initiative aimed to reduce 
the percentage of obese adults in the United 
States to 15% by 2010. A worthwhile initiative 
to be sure, but, unfortunately, it failed miser- 
ably. Today, obesity among adult Americans has 
increased to 34%. According to every health 
agency in America, lack of exercise is cited as a 
root cause. 

Despite the massive failure of states to take 
up the Surgeon General’s call, there have been 
some great successes. In 2009 Austin was 
recognized by Forbes as the 10th fittest city in 
America, largely for its parks, which are used 
for kayaking, yoga, jogging, paddle boarding, flag 
football, boot camps, mommy workouts, doggy 
workouts, and mountain biking.

The most recent suggestion is to ban some 
group activities in these parks unless they pay 
for a permit. Wait, what? We want to encourage 
people to utilize Austin’s parks promoting out- 
door activity by limiting the use of these parks for 
outdoor activity?

The city of Austin is concerned that more 
groups are attending parks during peak hours,

It’s Austin City Limits Music Festival weekend, 
and a new economic impact study by Angelou 
Economics estimates the three-day event has 
dropped some $316 million into the local econo- 
my each year since 2006. 


City Council is off this week, returning to the dais 
Oct. 14 to name its top choice among firms 
angling to oversee a planning and redo process 
for Airport Boulevard. See “City Hall Hustle,” 
p.18, for what went down at last week’s meeting. 

Eastside neighborhood activists Wednesday 
voiced opposition to the city’s plans to relocate 
the Pease Park disc golf course to the Roy G. 
Guerrero Colorado River Park, saying it conflicts 
with original plans calling for “a balance between 
nature and humanity.” The group also cited the 
city’s 2008 purchase of an adjacent 25-acre par- 
cel that was zoned for affordable housing and 
mixed-use projects. 


The city of Austin is no longer shipping its recycl- 
ables out of town. On Oct. 1, the city effectively 



switched its single-stream waste business to 
locally based Texas Disposal Systems; under 
the old contract with Greenstar North America, 
Austin’s recyclables were hauled to either San 
Antonio or Garland. 


> Hurry, hurry! Austin Energy has $4 million in 
funds available for solar energy incentives for 

homes and businesses looking to upgrade to 
solar electric (photovoltaic) and solar hot water 
systems. The increasingly popular rebate program 
operates on a first-come, first-served basis, so 
call AE at 482-5346 to learn more. 

From sunny solar news we turn to the concrete 
reality of new road construction. This project, 
involving flyover bridges at MoPac and Highway 
290, is supposed to be good for us, because it 
will help traffic flow in Southwest Austin, includ- 
ing Sunset Valley, home of (on a brighter note) 
the Sustainable Food Center’s farmers’ market. 

> Bad news for Ralph the Cactus Planter: After a 
three-year legal fight over whether an Oldsmobile 
Eighty-Eight-turned-cactus planter parked in front 
of the Planet K store in San Marcos is a work of 
art or a junked car, the U.S. Supreme Court this 
week declined a petition to review the case, 
meaning Ralph must go. 

Gov. Rick Perry is facing tough questions over 
his discretionary use of the Emerging Technolo- 
gy Fund after The Dallas Morning News reported 
that some recipients also happen to be big con- 
tributors to Perry’s campaign. Now even Tom 
DeLay’s criminal defense lawyer, Dick DeGuerin, 
is calling for a Public Integrity Unit investigation.

Getting Mobilized 

Arguments (and opponents) against the mobility bond run a little thin

Amid the lengthy list of candidates to appear on 
the Nov. 2 Travis County election ballot (see more in 
the following pages) will be (for city of Austin voters) 
a seemingly innocuous proposition. Despite all the 
headline hoopla over the governor’s race, etc., this 
proposition will be the choice most likely to have a 
direct effect on the daily lives of Austin residents 
over the next two years. 

That would be Proposition 1, the city of 
Austin Mobility Bond proposal that 
would allot $90 million for projects 
ranging from the somewhat contentious 
Lady Bird Lake boardwalk (to complete 
the east-west hike-and-bike trail) to the 
fairly inevitable reconstruction of two 
dozen or more city roadways. You may recall 
the political history of this relatively modest 
bond vote: Originally anticipated to include as well 
the much more expensive and embattled city urban 
rail project, it was whittled down to a moderate level 
when it became clear that neither the cost nor the 
likely route of rail could yet be sufficiently estimated. 
The $90 million figure is not exactly arbitrary; it’s an 
amount that can be allocated and spent within the 
city’s current bonding authority and property tax 


rate, meaning we can pay it off without dunning 
ourselves for more money. 

What will it buy? Roughly 45 projects (the precise 
number will eventually depend on budget variations) in 
all parts of town, from the Y at Oak Hill to the far 
Eastside’s FM 969, from Kramer Lane in the north to 

Slaughter and Brodie lanes in the south. It’s called a 
mobility” bond instead of simply “transporta- 
tion” since it includes pedestrian and bicycle 
elements and some mass transit features, as 
well as traditional roadway work. If you 
review the details available on the city’s 
website (www.cityofaustin.org/news/bond_ 
projects.htm), there’s likely a nearby project 
or two you’ve been hoping for. (My own hob- 
byhorse will be the city’s attempt to redesign 
the Texas Department of Transportation’s spectacu- 
larly ill-executed “jughandle” exchange at Mueller, just 
south of the 51st Street and 1-35 intersection; if they 
can fix that, the city’s engineers deserve a gold star.)

It’s frankly a stretch to call Prop. 1 controversial -

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> NEW VOICE FOR LOCAL MUSIC Austin s music community is 
amping up its political presence through a new body called 
Austin Music People.

> AISD GETS MONEY FOR SEX ED The Austin Independent 
School District is partnering with Planned Parenthood of the 
Texas Capital Region and LifeWorks under a new grant 
announced last week to provide comprehensive sex education in 
Austin schools. The grant, worth $2.9 million over five years, was 
awarded by the U.S. Department of Health & Human Services 
Office of Adolescent Health and will allow LifeWorks and Planned 
Parenthood to offer “abstinence-plus” sex education to kids in as 
many as 15 schools. The grant requires that an evaluator deter- 
mine the program’s efficacy in contrast with the sex ed curriculum 
currently used in the public schools. Texas State University health 
education professor David Wiley, one of the authors of the Texas 
Freedom Network’s groundbreaking review last year of sex educa- 
tion across Texas, will serve as the project’s grant evaluator.

> DNA LAB A-OK A sixth audit of the Austin Police Department’s 

crime lab has given its operations a clean bill of health, Chief Art 
Acevedo said Tuesday. The lab’s functions were reviewed this 
time by the Department of Public Safety and Texas Rangers in 
response to a complaint made by former DNA analyst Cecily 
Hamilton, who penned a lengthy memo of complaint about poor 
training and poor working relationships at the lab before leaving 
the city’s employ earlier this year. She later told Fox 7 that she 
knew of “contamination” of a piece of evidence in the Nathaniel 
Sanders II police shooting case; that was not entirely accurate 
(at issue was DNA from a chemist who tested a baggie of pot 
connected to the case), and the accusation ticked off Acevedo, 
who accused Hamilton of invoking the controversial case in order 
to bolster her own profile. The lab and its practices have now 
been cleared, and Hamilton’s complaints have, once again, been 
found to be without merit. - J.S. 


> APD LOSES BID FOR FED FUNDS The Austin Police Department 
was not included among those selected nationally to receive part 
of the $1 billion in federal grant funding via the Community Ori- 
ented Policing Services office. APD had asked for funds to hire 
50 new officers. At the Oct. 4 meeting of the Public Safety 
Commission, APD Chief of Staff David Carter said it appeared 
that perhaps Austin’s economy, which has fared better than oth- 
ers, might have affected the city’s bid, despite a local uptick in 
crime in 2009. Notably, several other big cities across the country 
were denied funding - including New York and, closer to home, 
Houston. San Antonio and Dallas scored the lion’s share of Texas’ 
COPS funding, with more than $10 million (to hire 50 cops) and 
close to $9 million (also to hire 50 cops), respectively. - J.S. 


HOME AWAY FROM HOME 


Council decamps to the Carver and considers housing the homeless

The thinking was that City Council’s off-site meeting at the 
Carver Museum and Cultural Center, by leaving City Hall, 
would bring in some new, fresh faces. But if quantity didn’t 
show - and it didn’t - how about settling for quality, albeit 
from way outside city limits? President Leonel Fernandez 
Reyna of the Dominican Republic, who was in town to dis- 
cuss economic partnerships with employers such as Dell, 
stopped by the Carver to pay his respects. 

Agendawise, the day’s actions didn’t bestow glued-to-your- 
seat suspense. Controversial zoning cases related to the 
Domain were postponed (this time, at the behest of a scram- 
bling city staff); elsewhere, except for an end to the ongoing 
comedy routine that has followed the naming of “Little 
Zilker Park,” the sole hot-button issue was renewing the 
city’s longstanding partnership with Planned Parenthood, 
still only drawing opposition from a smattering of the hard- 
core from the local Catholic diocese. (On the former, council 
decided against “Little Zilker Bluebonnet Park,” a blend of two 
different nominations into one cumbersome compro- 
mise apparently pleasing no one.) 

But if the agenda lacked any banner items, a 
thorough, in-depth examination of solutions to 
the city’s homelessness problem added some 
serious heft. Dianna Lewis, director of the 
Texas chapter of the nonprofit Corporation for 
Supportive Housing, led the council through a 
marathon presentation, weighing the costs and 
benefits of taking Austin’s chronically homeless off 
the street. 

Akin to national “housing first” strategies - which rightfully 
attest that many problems afflicting the homeless and keep- 
ing them on the street (mental health and substance abuse, 
for instance) can’t be addressed until the fundamental need 
for shelter is met - permanent supportive housing was 
Lewis’ subject. PSH targets residents earning less than 30% 
of the median family income, and in principle it encompasses 
leases on rental units also supported by comprehensive, 
wrap-around services including medical, mental health, and 
substance-abuse treatment and job training, and is jointly 
managed by stakeholders inside and outside the city. PSH- 
eligible populations would include Austin’s chronically home- 
less - that is, those who have been without a home for a 
year or more or who have experienced recurring episodes of 
homelessness - as well as the “would-be” homeless housed 
in jails and treatment facilities, unaccompanied youth or fami- 
lies, and youths “aging out” of state care. 

PSH got a push from council this spring, with passage of a 
resolution directing the city manager to give it priority, fund- 
ingwise, out of its housing dollars. Moreover, it called for the 
construction and operation of 350 PSH units within four years 
- this, out of an estimated total need of about 1,900 units. 
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With a $9 million city investment required over four years 
and approximately $600,000 yearly to continue it after that, 
PSH may sound like an expensive proposition. However, said 
Lewis, experience elsewhere has shown that when housing is 
stabilized, costs associated with homelessness have fallen in 
other areas. Applied to Austin, fewer EMS response calls for 
ailing homeless people could save some $297,000 a year, 
and court costs could fall by $140,000. Jail costs for Travis 
County could drop by $375,000. Similarly, Central Health 
costs for emergency room trips, among just the 112 most fre- 
quent homeless “users,” total some $3.4 million yearly, while 
the 49 most frequent inpatient care users account for a 
whopping $5.3 million annually. Additionally, under the Corpor- 
ation for Supportive Housing’s plans, the city would see a 
roughly 4-to-l leverage of its dollars, $9 million to $34 million 
in noncity (largely federal) dollars. 

To get to the 350 units, Lewis proposed leasing 100 exist- 
ing units and building/ rehabbing the other 250. To decide 

who’d receive housing, she described two approaches: 
the frequent-user approach, for “folks who are fre- 
quent users of multiple systems or who may be 
extremely frequent users of a single system,” 
and a “vulnerability approach,” which accounts 
for risk factors such as early morbidity or those 
homeless people more likely “to be victimized 

r while they live on the streets.” 

Following such a dense presentation, council 
had questions: Chris Riley noted that “new housing 
tends to be more expensive than existing housing” 
when asking why the city would want to build or rehab units 
instead of using existing stock; Lewis replied that while leas- 
ing is quicker, “it can become difficult to keep those units,” 
and additionally, new units “tend to be better-quality.” 

Laura Morrison sounded a familiar but important refrain: 
the importance of neighborhood buy-in. “I personally have 
seen a successful partnership with a neighborhood. I’ve also 
seen failures, and I think we continue to fail to this day. I 
think we probably even have an example of what could be a 
failure as of last week,” she said (a reference to word getting 
out about potentially setting Mobile Loaves & Fishes’ RV park 
for the homeless in North Central or Southeast Austin before 
the city could dialogue with the neighbors). “An appropriate 
step to take now would be to go to the Austin Neighborhoods 
Council to say, ‘Help us figure out how to do it right.’ Because 
I don’t think that we as the city government or whatever can 
figure that out.” 

Council can expect to see action from staff as to acquiring 
the first PSH units within a month or so - but council action 
on the daunting project is just getting started. ■

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perspectives (from ADAPT to the Greater Austin 
Chamber of Commerce) have already endorsed 
it. The Real Estate Council of Austin declined 
to endorse, but so narrowly that RECA isn’t 
campaigning against the bond, and until very 
recently, there had been no organized opposi- 
tion at all. Recently some negative buzz has 
indeed surfaced, and predictably, it’s over the 
relative mix of traditional road projects vs. 
“mobility” projects like hike-and-bike trails and 
pedestrian walkways (e.g., another Great Streets 
Project Downtown). The loudest objections 
have been to the boardwalk trail on the lake, 
the single most expensive project, at $14.4 mil- 
lion; earlier public calls for “unbundling” the 
bond language into separate propositions were 
largely aimed at torpedoing the boardwalk, a 
darling of Downtown enthusiasts but less 
popular elsewhere. 

I got an earful of the arguments Tuesday at 
Green Pastures, where the Republican Club 
of Austin had gathered to hear a debate 
between Ted Siff, of the Parks Foundation 
and Get Austin Moving PAC, and developer 
and city planning gadfly Ed Wendler Jr. on 
the merits of the bond. In very brief sum- 
mary, Siff argued that the bond proposal is 
fiscally conservative and focused primarily 
on the city’s “shovel-ready” projects that 
could be substantially completed within the 
next two years, that it will be leveraged by 
lower recession-period construction costs, 
and that the yearlong public process to select 
priority projects from a working list of nearly 
500 was thorough and transparent. 

In response, Wendler argued that the 
proposition ballot language is too abbreviat- 
ed and vague for voter comprehension, that 
the city’s matrix for determining priority 
projects was arithmetically skewed against 
motor vehicle transportation and in favor of 
bike trails and other “amenities,” and that 
the only standards for transportation projects 
should be “added capacity” (i.e., motor 
vehicle capacity) and cost. 

Pick Your Project 

With some adjustments in emphasis, 
Wendler ’s presentation echoed the argu- 
ments of the Coalition on Sustainable Trans- 
portation (COST-Austin), which a few days 
earlier issued an anti-bond screed by Execu- 
tive Director Jim Skaggs. Skaggs blasts not 


only the boardwalk project but also $10 mil- 
lion for Americans With Disabilities Act side- 
walk improvements. (Siff pointed out that 
not only are the ADA projects very much 
mobility-needed for Austinites with disabili- 
ties, but they are federally mandated after the 
city lost a lawsuit attempting to dodge the 
law.) Overall, say Wendler and Skaggs, the 
bond proposes way too little for roads and 
way too much for alternative forms of trans- 
portation. Indeed, argued Wendler, since 
87% of Austinites (uncertainly defined) cur- 
rently “commute” by car, a similar portion of 
any transportation bond should be devoted 
to adding capacity for those commuters. 

In other words, if we’ve been doing it one 
way - and letting car traffic dictate the urban 
landscape - until now, we should make cer- 
tain we continue doing it that way indefi- 
nitely into the future. And, by the way, if 
inner-city residents have been subsidizing 
infrastructure for suburban commuters (and 
their suburban developers) for a generation 
- we should make sure those folks can keep 
their hands in our pockets forever. 

These arguments will hardly end with the 
November vote, and indeed have been made 
less volatile this round by City Council’s 
decision to delay an urban rail vote for a year 
or two, when it is certain to create a very dif- 
ferent political dynamic. For this one, COST’s 
“overwhelming and growing” number of 
organizations opposed to the bond (accord- 
ing to COST), includes all of COST, RECA, 
and Texans for Accountable Government - if 
you’re relying on John Bush’s platoon of Ron 
Paul fugitives and New World Order zealots 
to pad out your numbers, it’s time to start 
surfing for some new Facebook friends. 

Siff acknowledged that this is not a “per- 
fect” bond proposal - just as many of us will 
welcome some projects, there will be a few 
that provoke head-scratching. Some will 
applaud the roadwork on the Y at Oak Hill; 
others will look forward to the extension of 
the visibly popular Lady Bird Lake hike-and- 
bike trail. But I don’t think there’s an Austin 
resident who thinks the city should just stop 
working on mobility projects until each of us 
casts a vote on each and every one. ■

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The Race for the Third 


Kuhn and Goodwin 
face off for high-profile 
appeals court

There are two things about the 3rd Court 
of Appeals race on which the candidates for 
the open Place 4 seat - Democrat Kurt 
Kuhn and Republican Melissa Goodwin - 

completely agree. The first is that the court 
is extremely important - the most important 
intermediate appellate court in the state. 

The second is that the great campaign chal- 
lenge is explaining to voters why that is so. 
“People don’t pay a lot of attention [to judi- 
cial races], and this is a large district,” says 
Kuhn, who has logged more than 40,000 
miles on his truck since announcing his can- 
didacy in 2008. Goodwin, who has also 
clocked thousands of miles, agrees: 
“Explaining to [voters] why they should care 
about [the court] and getting voters beyond 
the, ‘Well, I kind of care ...”' is the most 
challenging thing about this race, she said 
over the phone as she headed down the 
road to a Blanco campaign event. 

The 3rd Court is one of 14 intermediate 
appellate courts across the state, and while 
it’s based in Austin, it considers cases from 
a 24-county region - stretching from 
Sterling and Irion counties in the 
west to Bell County in the north, 

Milam County in the east, and 
Comal and Caldwell counties in 
the South. The district compris- 
es more than 1.4 million regis- 
tered voters, yet in a good year, 
fewer than a third of those will 
actually cast a vote. There’s an 
inevitable downballot fatigue on judi- 
cial races, and when voters see unfamil- 
iar names, those disinclined to vote 
straight-ticket will simply not vote in those 
races at all. 

That makes both candidates anxious to get 
the word out, because of the importance of 
the 3rd Court. Aside from the typical civil and 
criminal appeals, the 3rd also hears cases 
brought from state agencies - everything 
from administrative appeals involving licens- 
ing disputes and water and electrical regula- 
tion to, importantly, public corruption cases. 

In short, this court routinely makes decisions 
that have statewide ramifications. “This is the 
most important court in the state because of 
the cases it hears,” says Kuhn. “They are 
cases that affect every single Texan.” 


Kuhn and Goodwin have markedly different 
legal qualifications. Kuhn is an appellate law- 
yer by trade (he currently works in the appel- 
late practice group at Brown McCarroll), is 
board certified in civil appellate work, and was 
previously an assistant solicitor general, repre- 
senting the state on appeal in both criminal 
and civil matters. He has routinely practiced in 
front of the state courts of appeals, includ- 
ing the Texas Supreme Court, on up 
through the federal system, 
including the U.S. 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals. Kuhn says 
he is uniquely qualified to join 
the court and assume his 
share of its large docket. As 
an appellate judge, “you have 
to explain how the case fits 
into the law and how the law 
fits into the case.” It means a 
lot of time spent “reading and writ- 
ing,” much like his current job. 

Goodwin, a former Precinct 3 Travis County 
justice of the peace, was appointed by Gov. 
Rick Perry in 2007 to serve as one of the 
county’s felony criminal district judges. (She 
ran for election to that seat in 2008, but, in 
stalwartly blue Travis County - and in the 
deeply navy blue local courthouse - she lost 
to her Democratic challenger.) Since then 
she’s been working at Potts & Reilly LLP, 
where she is a partner; her practice includes 
appellate, administrative, and criminal cases. 
Goodwin says her broad range of experience 
- importantly including her time on the dis- 
trict bench hearing criminal cases - makes 
her the best candidate. A good bit of the 3rd 
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Low Voting Machine Turnout 

Here’s a good reason not to use electronic voting machines: You don’t have any. But even that 
won’t stop Harris County from using Hart InterCivic eSIate machines. On Aug. 27, a fire wiped out 
Harris County’s entire stock of eSIates, seemingly putting election officials up the ship channel with- 
out a paddle. However, other jurisdictions are coming to the rescue, including Travis County - Travis 
County Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir said her office has sent 250 machines to Houston to help bail 
Harris out. Travis County Elections Division spokeswoman Mary Fero says that shouldn’t worry voters 
here - Travis still has about 2,000 machines.

If anyone has concerns about being able to fit voting into their 
schedule on election day, we always encourage them to take advantage of the 12 days of early vot- 
ing.” Election Day is Tuesday, Nov. 2; early voting runs Oct. 18-29. - Lee Nichols 


Court’s docket is criminal appeals, and she 
points to her bench criminal experience as 
unique - while dismissing altogether Kuhn’s 
criminal appeals experience. 

For example, at a recorded Aug. 18 
appearance at the Reclaim Our Constitution’s 
Vision rally in Warda, Goodwin declared that 
Kuhn has “no prosecutorial experience, he 
has no judicial experience, and he has little 
to no courtroom experience.” She also 
claimed that “he has no criminal experience 
whatsoever. And to me, that’s a problem.” 

“Let me get this right,” responded a man 
in the audience. “We’re ... potentially hiring 
somebody into that job that has no experi- 
ence? Kind of like the president!” The parti- 
san crowd erupted in applause and laughter. 
“You know, when you find these things out ... 
go tell 10 friends for me,” said Goodwin. 

Kuhn says that kind of misleading charge 
distinguishes Goodwin’s campaign from his 
own, and - in his campaign appearances, at 
least - he’s resisted the impulse to go nega- 
tive. Judicial races, and particularly 3rd Court 
races, have become entirely too politically 
charged, he says. “You have to have faith 
that when somebody puts on the robe,” he 
adds, “they’re going to be fair.” 

THE PARTISAN ANGLE 

The 3rd Court has traditionally been a focus 
of much political hand-wringing. Consider this 
fun fact: With the midterm resignation last 
month of Judge Alan Waldrop, the court is 
short a judge, and Waldrop’s Place 2 will be 
filled for the next two years by gubernatorial 
appointment. There remain just five sitting judg- 
es - and curiously, each has run a race against 
a colleague. The court is currently split down 
the middle with three Democrats (Justices Jan 
Patterson and Diane Henson and Chief 
Justice Woodie Jones) and three Republicans 
(Justices Bob Pemberton and David Puryear 
and, unless Perry is defeated in November, 
whomever he chooses to fill Waldrop’s spot). 

In recent years, the split has created a con- 
stant partisan tug-of-war. Tinkering with the poli- 
tics of the 3rd Court is among the main rea- 
sons that Place 4 Justice Patterson lost her bid 
in the March Democratic primary for a seat on 


the Travis County civil district bench. After last 
year’s untimely death of Judge Scott Ozmun, 
Patterson sought Perry’s appointment to that 
seat. She wasn’t successful - and she left 
many Democratic supporters wondering what 
she was thinking. Had Perry agreed to appoint 
her to a district court seat, he would then have 
been able to appoint another Republican to the 
3rd Court. Accordingly, Democrats dealt 
Patterson an overwhelming defeat in favor of 
local attorney Amy Clark Meachum. 

So party politics loom large in 3rd Court 
races, where the voting demographic runs from 
liberal Downtown Austin to the much more con- 
servative edges of West Texas. Kuhn says he 
has made a decision to run a bipartisan cam- 
paign that focuses entirely on his qualifica- 
tions. (That doesn’t mean others won’t raise 
the issue of partisan “balance,” as Democratic 
Rep. Mark Strama did during a rally last week 
at the Broken Spoke.) Kuhn’s done well with 
contributions - with more than $126,000 on 
hand at the end of the June reporting period - 
and scored key endorsements in July from 
three Republican former jurists from the Texas 
Supreme Court: former Chief Justice Tom 
Phillips and Justices Scott Brister and Craig 
Enoch. “Kurt Kuhn is undoubtedly the best 
candidate for this very important court,” Phillips 
said. Kuhn said that the three men had always 
told him that in the final analysis, “it’s not 
about politics but about who is the best candi- 
date. So I called them on it.” It’s part of his 
concerted effort to move away from partisan 
bickering of any kind, says Kuhn. “I am running 
not to be a Democrat but to be a judge.” 

OUTSIDE ‘GOOFY TOWN' 

Substitute “Republican” for “Democrat,” and 
Goodwin says the same thing. Indeed, on the 
district court bench, Goodwin enjoyed some 
crossover support from the Democratic lawyers 
who practiced before her - not a small feat for 
a Republican in Travis County. Entering this 
election cycle, that could help her. While the 
greatest concentration of 3rd Court voters is in 
Travis County and along the 1-35 corridor, it is 
not possible to win without decent support 
from voters in the rural counties - a challenge

for Democrats. Goodwin says that it’s 
been tough for her because running as a 
Republican from Austin means she gets it 
from both sides; Travis County voters are 
wary of her GOP credentials, while voters 
in more conservative areas question 
whether she’s Republican enough. “I’ve 
taken my lumps in this town for being a 
Republican. I’ve gotten some battle scars,” 
she says. “That hurt,” but, “once I put the 
robe on, I worry only about the law.” Her 
contributions have lagged considerably 
behind Kuhn’s - she had just more than 
$8,500 on hand as of June 30 - but 
she’s been able to pick up several notable 
endorsements, including that of the Austin 
Police Association PAC. 

Goodwin has also gotten flak from the 
courthouse crowd for her appearances this 
summer at tea party functions and for on 
occasion referring to Austin at these events 
as “Goofy Town.” She says that while the 
criticisms that she’s been playing too much 
to partisan sensibilities hurt, neither does 
she run from the tea party connection. “I 
always thought of myself as a very conser- 
vative jurist,” she said. “People who are 
from the tea party .... What they consider 
to be a conservative jurist and what I con- 
sider a conservative jurist are the same: 
taking the law and considering the facts 
and letting the chips fall where they may.” 

If elected, she says, that’s exactly what 
she’ll do - consider only “what the law 
says or what the facts dictate.” She says 
she repeated the “Goofy Town” phrase she 
heard on KVET 98.1FM radio but that she 
meant it in a tongue-in-cheek, if not “self- 
deprecating,” way. “I’m a Republican from 
Travis County - that makes me a little bit 
of an oddball. It was not to slam this com- 
munity,” she insists. 

Goodwin also carries more substantive 
baggage as she heads into the final weeks. 
A complaint filed with the Texas Ethics 
Commission about a $25,000 loan 
from her in-laws is pending; the 
law doesn’t allow for loans in 
excess of $5,000 from family 
members not related by blood. 

Goodwin says she doesn’t 
believe the loan is improper 
and that her attorney has draft- 
ed a response to the complaint 
filed by Texans for Public Justice 
Nevertheless, she has repaid 
$20,274.26 to her in-laws (keeping the 
allowed $5,000). According to Craig 
McDonald of Texans for Public Justice, 
Goodwin could still face disciplinary action. 

Beyond such campaign details, the politi- 
cal environment has changed dramatically 
in the 23 months since late 2008, when 
Kuhn announced his campaign. “There was 
no tea party when I started this; Obama 
was popular. But now,” he shrugs, the game 
has changed. Still, he’s running hard to the 
finish, as is Goodwin. “Throughout all of 
this, the politics don’t matter once you get 
in there,” says Goodwin. “I have no ques- 
tion in my mind that personal politics won’t 
come into play. Not for me.”

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Thanks to the Republican Party of Texas, what could have been 
some spirited debate last week among State Board of Education can- 
didates instead became a dry-as-dust event with little real insight gained. 

The debate, such as it was, was sponsored by the Austin League 
of Women Voters, held at KLRU-TV’s studios, and moderated by 
Texas Tribune Editor Evan Smith. But on the advice of RPT Chair 
Steve Munisteri - who claimed that the Austin chapter of the LWV 
was too controlled by Democrats and thus incapable of delivering a 
fair format - incumbent Ken Mercer (Place 5) and hopeful Marsha 
Farney (Place 10) did not participate (they also declined a debate 
held by the League of United Latin American Citizens). 

Because LWV rules prohibit one-person forums (Libertarian Jessica 
Dreesen also did not respond), Place 10 voters were left with 
nothing, and Democrat Judy Jennings sat in the audience, 
while the Place 5 debate was reduced to Democrat 
Rebecca Bell-Metereau and Libertarian Mark Loewe. 
Loewe, a physicist who has taught at the University of 
Texas and Texas State University, was not the most pol- 
ished candidate but said he would push for low-cost text- 
books that students would keep permanently and “pro- 

r gressive vouchers,” which would give private schools 
some public money, but that amount would be reduced rel- 
ative to how much private money the school could pull in. 
Bell-Metereau more pointedly attacked the current board - 
she seeks to replace Mercer, who has been a vocal member of 
the board’s sizable religious fundamentalist bloc - by saying: “I don’t 
think our State Board of Education should be the laughingstock of the 
nation. I think we should have people that care about education and 
who want to listen to teachers, listen to experts and scholars in their 
field ... not play favorites and not bring politics into every discussion.” 
Asked about the appropriate role of religion in public education and 
board decisions, Bell-Metereau said: “There is a difference between 
teaching about a subject and trying to be a cheerleader for a particu- 
lar subject. Where the current board has gone astray is that they real- 
ly misunderstand the nature of the various subjects. So they think of 
history as boosterism for a particular religion or a particular country.”

The Democrats and Republicans in both races will finally meet 
face-to-face on Monday, Oct. 11, at a debate hosted by the Texas 
Business & Education Coalition. Harold Cook, spokesman for the 


two Democrats, opined as to why the GOP candidates took this invita- 
tion: “Judy Jennings and Rebecca Bell-Metereau are happy to debate 
their opponents and face voters anytime, anywhere, unlike either of 
their opponents. There is no stronger evidence of this than the Dem- 
ocrats’ willingness to enthusiastically participate in a debate at which 
Bill Hammond, one of Texas’ leading Republicans, is among the 
moderators. The other two moderators have voted in Republican pri- 
mary elections as well, leaving little doubt that the Republican SBOE 
candidates are only playing because they’ve stacked the deck.” 

One of those “other two” moderators, TBEC Executive Director Ken 
Zornes, said he’s voted in both Democratic and Republican prima- 
ries, and that TBEC simply divided the panel as representatives of 
business (Hammond), education (Texas Association of School Boards 
Assistant Director Julie Shields), and TBEC. 

The debates will be held in the Wells Fargo Tower, 400 W. 15th, in the 
third-floor auditorium. Place 5 begins at 9:30am, Place 10 at 10:45am.

Sigh ... math is hard. Especially when done with parti- 
san blinders on. 

RedState.com claims to be “the most often cited right 
of center blog in the media” - and given that it averages 
more than 3 million hits per month, we can believe it. 
That doesn’t make it the most accurate. 

An Austin correspondent for the blog, who goes by 
“Facetwitch” (www.facetwitch.blogspot.com), recently con- 
tributed a post titled “Inside the Numbers: 10 Reasons 
Donna Campbell Can Beat Doggett in TX-25.” Campbell, 
a Republican, is challenging U.S. Rep. Lloyd 
Doggett for the District 25 Congressional 
seat. Unfortunately for Facetwitch, his main 
assumption is based on completely incor- 
rect numbers for Travis County. 

Please join us while we shoot fish in 
a barrel: 

Facetwitch claims to have “looked 
inside the numbers ... and the congres- 
sional district Lloyd Doggett represents is 
a wildcard with all sorts of unpredictable fac- 
tors at play. It’s far from a safe seat for 
Democrats in this election.” 

As proof, Facetwitch writes that District 25’s “current 
shape (which has only existed for four years due to a court 
decision in 2006) gives more influence to rural and subur- 
ban voters than traditional liberal Austinites.” 

Well, yes, that’s true - barely. If we define “traditional 
liberal Austinites” as Travis County voters who cast bal- 
lots for Doggett, they account for a huge 43% (2006) to 
44% (2008) of the District 25 vote - leaving Doggett 
the relatively easy task of scooping up just a few more 
points from rural Democratic loyalists to put him over 
the top.

But Facetwitch is demonstrably wrong when he makes 
claims about the supposed conservative tilt of the dis- 
trict: “Statewide Republican candidates have carried the 
district. Senator Kay Bailey Hutchison won the district 
as recent as the last midterm, winning seven of the 
eight counties by an average of almost 20 percentage 
points. The only county she lost was Travis County, but 
she still garnered 43% in what is considered a liberal 
stronghold. Republican Lt. Governor David Dewhurst 
achieved similar success in 2006, garnering 44% of 
the Travis County vote.” 

Wrong and wrong. Hutchison and Dewhurst 
did post those numbers in Travis, but not in the 
portion of the county that falls within Doggett's 
district. You can thank your gerrymandering 
buddy Tom DeLay for that, Facetwitch - only 
the southern third of Travis is in District 25. 
Within that portion of Travis, KBH only took 
36%, and Double D took 35%. 

And as the Travis vote controls District 
25, neither won the district as a whole: KBH 
garnered 47%, while Dewhurst took 45% - with 
a hell of a lot more name ID than political novice 
Campbell. Sorry, but you don’t get to count voters who 
aren’t in the district. 

So what are Campbell’s real chances? Facetwitch 
opines, “If Donna Campbell can hit 40% in Travis County, 
she will most likely win.” Good luck with that - in both 
2006 and 2008, Doggett took 74% in Travis. Districtwide, 
he took 67% and 66%, respectively. RedState, you may 
want to look for a more reliable Austin correspondent.

Election Headlines 

> Mark your calendar - early voting 
begins Oct. 18 for the Nov. 2 election. 
If you missed Monday’s deadline to 
register, you can earn your early bird 
wings by signing up to vote in the May 
city election. 

> Look for a last-minute advertising 
blitz from Gov. Rick Perry in his race 
to stave off Democratic challenger Bill 
White. The 30-day campaign finance 
reports filed Monday show that Perry 
outraised White for the first time this 
election cycle. The incumbent now sits 
on a $10 million war chest, compared 
to White’s $2.75 million. Coda: White 
has an ad blitz of his own to launch; 
he’s already laid down an additional 
$4 million for TV advertising in October. 

A recent poll by Blum & Weprin Associates Inc. shows Perry beating White 
among likely women voters, 50% to 40%. This comes less than a month 
after Perry attended a men-only fundraising dinner in Houston to which 
“wives/significant others” were not invited. 

Back on finances: In Travis County’s House District 47, Republican Paul 
Workman outraised incumbent Democrat Valinda Bolton, leaving his 
Texans for Workman PAC with $134,623 to spend in the next month. 

However, Bolton outspent him almost two-to-one in the last three months 
and still has $107,946 in the till. 

A similar scenario is playing out in HD 48, with GOPer Dan Neil’s Texans for 
Dan Neil pulling in a little more cash than incumbent Democrat Donna 
Howard. But with $78,347 in her coffers, Howard still has three times her 
challenger’s war chest, even after outspending him four-to-one. 

> There are even fewer Dem cash worries in HD 50, where incumbent Rep. Mark 
Strama has left Republican challenger Patrick McGuinness in the dust; 
Strama has $158,598 in the bank compared to his challenger’s $22,086. 

In the most economical House race in Travis, HD 51 Democratic Rep. Eddie 
Rodriguez is sitting on a modest $13,327, but that still dwarfs Republican 
Marilyn Jackson’s tiny sum of $2,141.

New radio ratings system kicks in

Local radio executives are hard at work 
examining the first round of data from a new 
ratings system, the biggest shake-up in the 
radio business since Marconi invented the 
car dealership commercial. 

This summer about 780 Austinites started 
carrying small, beeper-sized devices called 
Portable People Meters, which automati- 
cally register radio signals. The results will 
create the ratings used to sell advertising, 
replacing Arbitron’s antiquated diary system, 
which called on survey participants to write 
down their daily listening habits, a laughably 
unreliable system. 

Austin’s radio pooh-bahs have been 
reconfiguring their stations for months in 
preparation for the new system, which will 
dictate the future of on-air program- 
ming. Changes have ranged from 
dropping Spanish-language for- 
mats that didn’t perform well in 
other PPM markets to more 
subtle tweaks, such as 
rearranging commercials, elimi- 
nating traffic reports, and 
instructing disc jockeys to 
announce upcoming songs instead 
of recently played songs, in order to 
entice listeners to stick around. 

“We’ve all been very nervous with the 
changes at a time when the economy is so 
tough,” said Scott Gillmore, market manag- 
er for Emmis Communications, which owns 
six stations in Austin. 

Although final numbers for the quarter are 
still not available, preliminary results for July 
and August don’t show the massive shifts 
expected (or feared) by many in the industry. 
Following the trend in other markets with PPM, 
stations playing generic pop hits performed 
best. In August, the top-ranked station 
among listeners ages 25-54, the most desir- 
able demographic, was perky pop machine 


Majic 95.5FM, which tended to finish around 
fifth in the diary system. Majic was followed 
by hit jukeboxes Bob-FM and Kiss-FM, country 
KASE, and Mix 94.7FM. Even oldies station 
KXXS-FM, “True Oldies 92.5,” which didn’t 
register a blip in the diary system, showed up 
as the 17th-ranked station, beating out 
sports stations KVET-AM, “The Zone,” and 
KTXX-FM , “The Horn.” 

In general, PPM tends to punish talk-heavy 
stations, with meters diligently recording 
every time a listener channel surfs to find a 
familiar song. To compensate, many Austin 
shows have been reining in disc jockeys and 
adding more music to morning shows. 

“We’re trying to minimize the useless chat- 
ter,” said Alan Kirshbom, market manager 
for Entercom Communications, which 
owns three stations in Austin, 
including Majic and Mix. 

With that in mind, KLBJ-FM’s 
all-chatter Dudley and Bob 
Morning Show pulled something 
of an upset by ranking No. 1 in 
the 25 to 54 age group, testimo- 
ny to the loyalty of the show’s lis- 
teners. In a similar fashion, news- 
talker KLBJ-AM beat the odds by post- 
ing strong numbers. In other markets, Rush 
Limbaugh and his cohorts have seen a sharp 
drop-off, but KLBJ is managing to remain in 
the top tier of local stations. “KLBJ-AM tar- 
gets a younger audience than many news-talk 
stations, and that helps,” said Chase Rupe, 
director of programming and operations for 
Emmis, which runs KLBJ-AM and -FM. 

The new PPM numbers also include public 
radio station KUT, which was never part of 
the ratings mix under the diary system. 
Although many public stations around the 
country haven’t fared well in PPM - there was 
an assumption that public radio’s audience 
was inflated under the old system by diary

users who liked to sound sophisticated by 
listing their local public radio station - KUT 
posted strong numbers in July and 
August, especially the national- 
ly syndicated Morning 
Edition and All Things 
Considered programs. 

Along the same 
lines, in other mar- 
kets Spanish- 
language stations 
plummeted in 
PPM rankings, 
one of the rea- 
sons Border 
Media jettisoned 
most of its 
Spanish-language 
formats in Austin. 

But the initial PPM 
numbers don’t show any 
huge drops in Austin’s 
remaining Spanish-language 
formats. “It appears prognostica- 
tions of the death of Spanish radio 
are not true,” said Bob Proud, 
senior vice president and Austin 
market manager for Border Media. 

Some of the other interesting tid- 
bits gleaned from the ratings: 

• Although the morning rush hour 
has traditionally been considered 
the largest draw of 
the day, PPM shows 
Austin’s largest lis- 
tening audience tun- 
ing in at midday, fol- 
lowed by the after- 
noon drive, 3-7pm, 
with mornings third. 

• For the first time, 
stations streamed on 
the Internet showed 
up in the ratings, 
hinting that the shift 
toward Web-listening 
is a very real phe- 
nomenon, even for 
established terrestri- 
al stations. “It 

speaks to what we know, which is that Austin 
is a very tech-sawy city,” Kirshbom said. 

• PPM is supposed to eliminate the wild 
fluctuations often found in the diary sys- 
tem, but there were still some inexplicable

shifts from July to August. For example, 
alternative rock station KROX (101X) saw 
its audience share jump dramatically for no 
apparent reason. 

• Much-discussed KGSR-FM, 
“Radio Austin,” which 
switched its frequency to 
93.3FM and tweaked its 
format to add more 
classic hits, finished 
a solid but unspec- 
tacular 10th in the 
August ratings. 

Beyond the perfor- 
mance of the individ- 
ual stations, radio 
executives are 
buoyed by the overall 
numbers, which sug- 
gest a much larger audi- 
ence for radio than report- 
ed by the diaries. And, unlike 
other markets, where PPM 
shows listeners bouncing from station 
to station, audiences in Austin are dis- 
playing loyalty to their favorite brands. 

Of course, translating those numbers 
into revenue will still be a challenge for 
the struggling radio industry. The 
meters pick up radio signals but don’t 
measure if the participant actually lis- 
tened to the station. “Unless you can 
get them to listen for a 
reasonable amount of 
time, it doesn’t make 
any difference to your 
ability to sell,” Gillmore 
said. But the larger 
numbers and the more 
reliable system should 
at least help their 
cause. “It allows us to 
compete more with tele- 
vision,” Gillmore said. “It 
will give advertisers 
more confidence.” 

Executives hesitate to 
make too much of the 
early numbers; the sum- 
mer is a notoriously 

oblique quarter, with many listeners traveling 
and students out of school. But they are still 
breathing a sigh of relief, after months of 
anticipating the changes. Said Rupe, “We’re 
just glad the anxiety is over.” ■

WEAPONS IN THE NAME OF PEACE? 

Hey, Bucko - stop whining about this sour 
economy, and start thinking about the plight 
of others. 

For example: arms dealers. You’ve prob- 
ably paid no attention to the hard fact that 
the global recession caused worldwide arms 
sales to plummet by 8.5% last year, pinching 
the profits of U.S. weapons pushers. The 
only saving grace in this downbeat news is 
that America’s glorious arms industry did 
retain its position as the No. 1 supplier of 
weapons to the world. We still control nearly 
40% of the global market, with Russia a dis- 
tant second. But before you set off a mess 
of fireworks in celebration, note that U.S. 
sales in 2009 were down by more than $15 
billion from the previous year. 

On the up side, the developing world is still 
in a buying mood! Last year, such emerging 
nations as Brazil, Venezuela, Iraq, India, and 
Vietnam poured billions into purchases of 
military playthings that go boom. Again, U.S. 
dealers were the big winners, controlling a 
third of the arms trade in this robust market. 

The greatest news for American purveyors 
of killing machines, however, is Iran. This 
rising Mideast power has spooked the U.S. 
and Israel, so, in the vague hope of counter- 
ing Iran’s growing punch, the White House 
and Congress are about to OK a blockbuster 
sale to the monarchical rulers of Saudi 
Arabia. Some $90 billion worth of top-line 
fighter jets, helicopters, naval armaments, 
and other sophisticated war machinery 
would go to the Saudis - the largest single 
sale of U.S. arms ever. The theory is that 
(somehow or other, maybe, possibly, some- 
time in the future) this escalation of military 
testosterone in the explosive Mideast might 
produce harmony. 

Good luck with that. But, hey - if it jacks 
up profits for our arms dealers, what’s not 
to like about it? 


CONSERVATISM OR CRACKPOTISM? 

I’m at a loss for words, so I need your help. 

Not so long ago, Republican officeholders 
in our country were conservatives, a politi- 
cal philosophy that encompasses the notion 
of conservation. Those Republicans want- 
ed to conserve important things - like the 
public infrastructure, the rule of law, public 
education, and even our environment. 

During the last 30 years, though, voters in 
the GOP’s primaries systematically pulled 
these classic conservatives from office, 
replacing them with right-wing, laissez-faire 
ideologues. These new-breed Republicans 
largely rejected our country’s commitment 
to the common good, instead supporting 
privatization of government functions and 
tax favoritism for the corporate elite. 

The media, however, made no linguistic 
adjustment to this fundamental change in 
philosophy, simply shifting the “conserva- 
tive” label to the right-wingers. But if they 
can be called conservative, what the hell do 
we call the new new-breed Republicans who 
are presently displacing those politicos who 
displaced the actual conservatives? 

This year, the Republican primary has 
gone from plain old right-wingism to right- 
wing crackpotism. In Nevada, Wisconsin, 
Colorado, Delaware, New York, Kentucky, 
and elsewhere, many GOP nominees to 
Congress and other offices are further out 
than Pluto! “End Social Security,” they rant. 
“Stop punishing BR” “Cut off unemployment 
benefits to jobless Americans,” “Keep the 
government’s hands off of our Medicare” ... 
and on and on. Instead of tea, I think these 
people’s tea bags are filled with loco weed.

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The Austin promoters who bring the music 
come in all shapes and sizes

No music fan ever bought a T-shirt for the 
promoter’s name on the front. 

Barring a few quasi-mythical figures such as 
legendary Live Aid promoter Bill Graham or 
infamous British promoter Don Arden - 
dubbed “The A1 Capone of Pop” - they’re 
generally written off as the boring business end 
of the music industry In Austin, the self-pro- 
claimed “live music capital of the world,” audi- 
ences are more aware than in most cities about 
who’s putting which bands into what rooms. 
The firestorm of criticism that flared when the 
University of Texas removed longtime Cactus 
Cafe manager Griff Luneburg reflected that 
level of public engagement. But for the most 
part, bookers and promoters are either ignored 
or blamed. If the sound is bad, or there aren’t 
enough toilets, or the supporting band sucks, 
or the show is empty or too crowded or too 
expensive, or the line at the bar is too long, 
blame the promoter. It’s even the promoter’s 
fault when - as with the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival last year - the rain comes and 
everything gets covered in mud (or worse). 


Nevertheless, music industry attorney and 
Austin Music Commission Chair Brad Stein 
describes bookers and promoters as “abso- 
lutely essential” to the live music industry. He 
compares the business to a “three-legged 
stool.” In a music town like Nashville, he 
explained, “the recording industry is the 
strongest leg, the artist is another, and your 
venues are your third leg.” In Austin, where 
live music dwarfs the recording component, 
“It’s your artists, it’s your venues, and then 
it’s your bookers or artists’ representation - 
the individuals who create the link between 
the artists and the venues and the populace.” 
That Austin mix, Stein said, “is very unique. 
In the last decade or so, the cities that had inde- 
pendently owned booking agencies have seen 
them gobbled up and consolidated.” He attri- 
butes their local survival to two factors: “One, 
because there’s a spirit of wanting to be inde- 
pendent, but then, two, they’re able to be prof- 
itable. You can have that spirit of independence 
as long as you want, but if you’re not going to 
stay in business, that’s just lip service.” 


Traffic Control 

Yet if the bookers and promoters are so vital 
to the local music scene and the music econo- 
my, why does no one really talk about them? 
According to Charles Attal of C3 Presents, it’s 
“because we’re not very interesting.” 

While it might seem that C3 has been 
around forever, in fact it only formed in 2007, 
when Attal merged his firm, Charles Attal Pre- 
sents, with the live events division of Capital 
Sports & Entertainment, owned by longtime 
business partner Charlie Jones. The company 
was completed with the addition of Charlie 
Walker (the third “C” of C3), the former 
president of live music for media conglomer- 
ate Clear Channel’s concert promotion arm 
Live Nation. For all that big name talent, Attal 
said: “I still consider our firm as a very bou- 
tique concert company. I don’t know when 
people started calling us ‘the big dog.’” 

Despite Attal’s modesty, C3 is undoubtedly 
a rather significant player in the Austin music 
scene. As the local promoter of choice for a 
lot of midsized national bands, the company 
has long-running contracts with the manage- 
ment at most of the premier Austin venues, 
ranging from regular dates in small rooms 
like the Parish to big one-off events like Elton 
John at the Frank Erwin Center. Then there’s 
the festival side; as the firm behind the 
Austin City Limits Music Festival, C3 is 
responsible not only for the 
three-day event itself but for 
a multitude of official, hot- 
ticket aftershows. 

The firm is also a national 
player. Although dwarfed by 
such promoting giants as 
AEG and Live Nation, C3 
has a footprint beyond 
Austin. In 2005, Charles 
Attal Presents and Capital 
Sports & Entertainment were 
brought in to help resurrect 
Lollapalooza. After impress- 
ing the city of Chicago by 
organizing President Barack Obama’s 2008 
election night celebration in Grant Park, C3 
is now two years into a renewed 10-year 
exclusive production contract for the land- 
mark festival of the alternative nation. In 
2009, it added California’s Wanderlust music 
and yoga festival to its calendar. C3 has also 
broken into the increasingly lucrative world 
of casino booking, with 27 rooms across 18 
cities for the Harrah’s chain and a recently 
signed contract for the new Cosmopolitan of 
Las Vegas. 

C3’s own home is a perhaps surprisingly 
corporate-looking office on San Jacinto; a little 
less than two weeks before ACL, it all seemed 
remarkably calm. “We’ve built a company 
around festivals,” Attal said. “We’re not out 
every night partying and whooping it up. We’re 
in at 9 in the morning; we leave at 6 or 7.” 

The roughly 70 staff members, most in their 
20s, double, triple, or even quadruple up on 
office space, including Attal himself. At 43, he 
half-jokingly calls himself “the old man on the 
floor. I could act like I’m out every night and 


listening to shows, but I just can’t physically 
do it.” Instead, he said, “I have nine talent buy- 
ers who are all going out every night and telling 
me what they’ve seen.” He compares his firm’s 
work to that of air traffic controllers - fitting 
the right act into the right venue on the right 
date. “It’s really what bands want,” he said. 
“Sometimes they don’t know what they want 
to do and you have to guide them. Sometimes 
they want to make a wrong decision and play 
too big or too small, and you have to help 
them. That’s the promoter’s job.” 

Attal has spent plenty of time in those 
trenches. In 1995, the onetime guitarist with 
punk band Clown Meat invested some cash 
and sweat equity with some friends in a new 
venue on Red River called Stubb’s. There he 
experienced the perfect storm of audiences, 
venues, and bands that he said validates Aus- 
tin’s claim to be the music capital of the world. 
While there are bigger markets, there are few 
that can claim the kind of per capita interest 
in music that Austin sustains. Attal said: “I 
can’t imagine this many clubs being in another 
city this size. Half of them would be out of 
business within six months.” That mixture of 
a lot of rooms and reliable, receptive audi- 
ences makes his job easier. “Everybody plays 
here,” he said. “A lot of bands will end their 
tour here and stay an extra day, or they’ll play 
two nights and they’ll play a smaller club.” 

By mid-2002, Attal’s com- 
pany was booking a few hun- 
dred shows a year around 
Texas when Jones and Capital 
Sports & Entertainment 
started talking with the city 
about potentially putting on 
a music festival in Zilker 
Park. Inviting Attal to a City 
Hall press conference, Jones’ 
sole request was “just put 
on some nice pants.” What 
Attal didn’t know was that 
Jones, who was more inter- 
ested in handling the logis- 
tics than the talent, had invited another pro- 
moter and hadn’t made his mind up about 
who he would be using. However, Attal said, 
“I was the only one that showed up.” It was a 
wise decision; in eight years, ACL has gone 
from a two-day event selling 30,000 tickets for 
a lineup heavy with local talent to a three-day 
extravaganza drawing 75,000 music fans and 
the accompanying nationwide cachet. While 
still a major opportunity for Austin bands, the 
festival now has the cash to lure the Eagles out 
of semi-retirement, as well as the aura to 
attract Attal’s current personal favorites, 
English pomp-rockers Muse. “If I had 50 
Muse dates, I’d be the happiest man in the 
world,” he said. “They’re going to blow the 
roof off the place.” 

The idea of a destination festival that sells 
out on the strength of its name rather than its 
headliners is a conventional one in Europe for 
established events, like Glastonbury in Britain 
or Pinkpop in the Netherlands, but it’s still 
relatively new in the U.S. It means that every

year, Attal has to re-create the branded ACL 
model of an eclectic, family-friendly mix of 
local, regional, and national acts. When the 
lineups are announced, he said: “Everybody’s 
going to be pissed that I booked something, 
but you know what? There’s something for 
everybody there.” His next measure of success 
will come on Oct. 20, when early bird tickets 
go on sale for ACL 2011. Attal said: “If we 
don’t deliver, guess what? They’re not going to 
come back. We have to overdeliver.” 

Backyard Tales 

Attal certainly didn’t invent the idea of 
booking multiple venues, and he freely 
acknowledges long-established localized firms 
like full-service promoters Jam Promotions in 
Chicago or New York-based the Bowery 
Presents, which recently expanded to start 
booking in Boston. But when it comes to 
Austin promotions, it was Direct Events that 
set the stage and defined the game. 

Big as C3 is now, it is where Direct Events 
was three decades ago. Since he moved to 
Austin in the Seventies, Direct Events owner 
Tim O’Connor has reached near-legendary 
status. Like C3, he used an iconic Austin 
venue - the now-defunct Austin Opry House 
- to build a national business that eventually 
promoted massive concerts like Farm Aid. His 
influence and connections run deep (for just 
one example, Charlie Jones of C3 got his start 
answering the phones for O’Connor before 


becoming manager of La Zona Rosa), and it 
seems that everyone in the local music indus- 
try has a story to tell about him - mostly after 
a few drinks and entirely off the record. For 
every wild story about O’Connor - e.g., that 
he’s the alleged inspiration for Rip Torn’s gun- 
wielding, double-dealing promoter Dino 
McLeish in Willie Nelson’s movie Songwriter 
- there’s another about how he worked 
behind the scenes to keep Antone’s open. 

Even in 2003, when Direct Events had 
pulled back from the national stage and 
O’Connor had entered quasi-retirement, it 
was to him that the Williamson County com- 
missioners turned for advice on building a 
midsize arena. Austin Music Commission 
Chair Stein praised O’Connor’s role in build- 
ing the Austin music scene, adding that his 
firm “has been doing what they do in a bril- 
liant way for a long time.” (O’Connor origi- 
nally agreed to be interviewed for this story 
but eventually declined, initially citing a 
schedule clash and then illness.) 

But those glory days, alas, have gone. After 
a slow summer, La Zona Rosa’s dance card is 
full through to the end of November - all of it 
booked through C3. The lineup is more spar- 
tan at the Austin Music Hall, while the 
Backyard has been dark for most of the year. 
Some decisions - like the abrupt cancellation 
of the Sept. 4 Red Dirt Festival - came straight 
from O’Connor’s office. Others have been out 
of the company’s control, like Stone Temple 
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Pilots pushing back a month the current leg of 
their tour - which had included the only 
booking for the Backyard in September. 

The headliner postponement couldn’t have 
come at a worse time. O’Connor is being pur- 
sued through the courts by multiple debtors 
for unpaid construction bills for the controver- 
sial 2007 renovation of the Music Hall and 
also for the construction of the new Backyard 
at Bee Cave. A month ago, when he settled the 


Night in. Night Out Booking the club scene 



For all the power and reputation of the big local promoters, Austin’s 
music scene was built by and still depends on independent bookers. 
Take Beerland: James Moody of Transmission Entertainment describes 
the venue, defined by the talent-spotting skills of Max “Max Dropout” 
Meehan, as “terribly important” in creating the 
rock-friendly Red River vibe. A campus’ worth of 
freshman classes graduated UT with a virtual 
minor in new country and Red Dirt music courtesy 
of Griff Luneburg at the Cactus Cafe. Others had 
their first performance on a real stage under Paul 
Minor at the Hole in the Wall. ACL and Stubb’s 
regular Ghostland Observatory got its big break in 
2006 when C3 boss Charles Attal saw the band 
perform at a Texas Rollergirls bout - one show 
among dozens booked for the Roller Derby league 
by skater Virginia “Cheap Trixie” Evans. 

In 2008, the city of Austin deemed the 
Continental Club a historic landmark. It wasn’t 
just because its iconic neon sign appears on 
nearly every “Greetings From Austin” postcard. 

Since taking it over in 1987, owner and booker 
Steve Wertheimer has taken the former burlesque 
joint and punk pit back to its roots as a roots and 
rockabilly haven. When it comes to booking his 
room, he said, “I’m not right all the time, but I’m 
right a lot of the time, and that’s why this club has been in business 
as long as I’ve had it.” While there’s always going to be competition 
with other promoters for bands and audiences, he said, “The last thing 
I want to do is get in a cage match with those guys.” Instead, after 
nearly three decades, he said, “There’s not a guy here in town that 
runs a club or a promoter or a booking agent that I’m not buddies 
with.” Whether running his venue as a welcome refuge for them or serv- 
ing on the Live Music Task Force, “I’m there to stand behind them 



when they’re getting hassled,” he said. However, he’s never been 
tempted to let them take over the strain of booking, because when it 
comes to his club, “I know those people who work there and I know 
those people who come in there.” 

Residencies have always been a key part of both 
the Continental’s calendar and its business model. 
When Wertheimer first started booking the venue, 
legendary blues pianist Roosevelt Thomas “Grey 
Ghost” Williams was on stage every Wednesday, 
and the Blues Specialists were a Friday happy hour 
fixture. Now Jon Dee Graham and James McMurtry 
have been playing back-to-backs since before South 
Congress was hip, and Heybale just celebrated a 
decade of Sunday night sets. “There’s something 
about that consistency,” Wertheimer said, adding 
that it’s not just the local regulars that appreciate 
it, but tourists too. “They walk in the club and, 

‘Wow, there’s the same guy that was playing a year 
ago when I was here and enjoyed, and that’s the 
same people behind the bar that were here 10 years 
ago.’” Those residencies provide another big upside 
for Wertheimer. Even though he still competes for a 
fair share of roadshows, he said, “I like to be able 
to turn the calendar and already know that four of 
the seven nights are booked.” 

For him the Continental “is a base-hit kind of place. We’re consistent, 
and we show up every game.” While he’s dabbled in larger events, like 
the Annual Lonestar Rod & Kustom Round Up, that’s the limit of his 
ambitions. He explained: “Paying some $100,000 guarantee to a band 
and hoping I’m going to fill up a 3,000 seat place? No thanks.” He’d 
much rather leave that kind of risk to big players like C3, who he said 
“have much bigger balls than me. They either hit the home run or they 
strike out swinging.” - R.W. 


first of four outstanding lawsuits, it looked like 
he was beginning to put those issues behind 
him. But while the attorneys for contractors 
Kiva Inc., which installed the Backyard’s 
drains, confirmed that O’Connor had settled 
with them in full, others are still waiting for 
their day in court. Lawyers for Sixthriver 
Architects, which designed both the Backyard 
and the Music Hall, said they’re in discovery 
and still waiting for an offer. 

Amid this all, O’Connor has become an 
elusive figure, no -showing court dates and 
dropping appointments. For all the wild sto- 
ries about him that pepper local history, peo- 
ple remain coy about direct criticism. Yet even 
if his financial issues are eventually resolved, 
there are other, more persistent issues sur- 
rounding his firm and his signature venue. In 
2006, when the Music Hall renovation was 
announced, the plans described a deluxe, 
state-of-the-art facility with some permanent 
seating and statues of iconic local performers. 
There were discussions of a two-floor eatery, 
with food supplied by local restaurateurs 
(“We’re not talking about hot dogs here,” 
O’Connor told the Chronicle at the time). 
None of those elements was in place when the 
venue reopened in 2007, and there are still no 
signs of them three years later. What has 
remained are the perennial customer com- 
plaints about Downtown parking - an issue 
that afflicts most Austin venues and that is out 
of O’Connor’s control - but more troubling, 
sound quality that can vary from lush and 
raucous to swampy echo. Even the revamped 
$800,000 air-conditioning system has drawn 
complaints - the still-exposed ceiling ducts 
and the bare concrete flooring on both levels 
are far from the experience that would evoke 
“the base line of a legitimate theatre” O’Connor 
promised when the rebuild started. 

Whatever else they might reflect about the 
company, Direct Events’ current troubles sug- 
gest the potential pitfalls of the industry - 
often a boom-and-bust roller coaster even in a 
still-growing economy like Austin’s.

‘Gnarly’ and ‘Underground’ 

The perennial local quest for a high-quality 
venue doesn’t mean there’s no space for the 
old-school stages on back lots or grimy sweat- 
boxes where the passion takes priority over 
comfort. In any industry even as the old guard 
wanes, there’s always going to be new blood. 
In Austin, that describes the proudly punk 
Transmission Entertainment. 

Booker Graham Williams looks like the tra- 
ditional punk rock promoter: T-shirt, shorts, 
and a full-sleeve tattoo. Helmed by Williams, 
Mohawk owner James Moody, and Club de 
Ville neighbor Michael Terrazas, Transmission 
has become the face of Red River’s burgeoning 
music scene. In a lot of ways, those three 
stand where the three Charlies were in 2003 
and O’Connor was in the mid-Eighties. They 
founded Transmission in 2007, and now 
they’re booking multiple stages and running 
their own festival, November’s three-day indie- 
punk-metal-rap mix Fun Fun Fun Fest. But 
while over the years Attal has come to depend 
heavily on his staff, Transmission’s manage- 
ment remains personally hands-on. 

On the face of it, Moody and Williams make 
an odd pair. Williams, a straight-edge kid who 
started on the door at Emo’s before becoming 
its booker, has been a fixture of the local music 
scene for all of his adult life. Moody, by con- 
trast, is a self-confessed Air Force brat who 
studied business in college before moving into 
pharmaceutical marketing. However, the cor- 
porate exec had spent the early and mid-Nine- 
ties in Southern California at the height of the 
SoCal punk scene. Moody recalled, “It was all 
Offspring, Green Day, Bad Religion, Fugazi, 
Fear, and those were all 5-, 10-dollar shows.” 
His plan was to create a sustainable business 
model echoing the DIY ethos of the small pro- 
moters that bolted these underground shows 
together, and he dubbed the result “DIO - do 
it ourselves. We kick it up a notch so we can do 
a little more production than the DIY-style but 
way less than the formal, polished stuff we see 
in other places.” The purpose was to become 
an incubator for raw, up-and-coming talent. 
That’s something most firms don’t do so much 
“because discovery is riskier,” he said. 

According to Williams, the business model 
was a tried and tested one - just not one that 
had been seen so much in Austin. He said: 
“I’d go to other cities, and there was ‘blah 
blah blah presents.’ There were multiple com- 
panies putting on bands in all these different 
rooms.” The closest thing locally, he said, was 
Direct Events, “and even then, when they 
booked an ad, it was like two shows a month. 
I wanted to see places that had bands playing 
every single night.” How that differs from C3, 
Williams said, is that “they work from the top 
down, while I work from the bottom up.” 


In that vein, the Transmission model is less 
about finding established bands with a ready- 
made audience and more about helping under- 
ground acts find an audience of their own. 
Transmission’s reputation has been made by 
booking a mix of indie, metal, and hardcore into 
smaller clubs. If there’s a musical tag to bind it all 
together, it’s “punk,” but it’s less about genre and 
more about what they consider to be punk - in all 
its forms. In those terms, rapper Kool Keith is 
punk - and so is local pro-wrestling promo- 
tion Anarchy Championship Wresding. That’s 
because of the DIY, no-rules attitude they share. 

For Moody, part of Transmission’s success 
has been finding an audience hungry for that 
offbeat culture. While the music may differ 
from the old Austin country sound, Moody 
balks at the suggestion that they’re breaking 
with the old psychedelic cowboy scene. “This 
town is supposed to be a little punk,” he said, 
“and it forgets that.” When bands like the 
13 th Floor Elevators and performers like Roky 
Erickson and Willie Nelson first came out, he 
said, “they were all gnarly, underground shit. 
Willie is a complete and total rebel.” 

It’s staying in touch with what’s gnarly and 
underground now that inspires them. Transmis- 
sion’s strength, Williams said, is in understand- 
ing the kind of bands his audience wants to see. 
It’s the small acts touring in a beat-up van that 
have pressed one single in 500 copies, the kind 
whose reputation spreads through fan-run web- 
sites. That’s the kind of expertise that only 
comes from knowing and loving the music. For 
any other promoter, he said: “How do you track 
that band on [online trade publication] Pollstar? 
How do you know who’s a draw and who’s not, 
when it’s a scene that’s real genre-specific, and 
it’s supported by a bunch of people who are 
real involved and write zines?” 

“That’s probably one of our weaknesses,” 
Moody said. “We book bands that we listen 
to, and we sometimes let our personal tastes 
get in the way.” But he doesn’t consider it a 
major problem, because his aim is for Trans- 
mission to be “a solid midsize company. No 
one wants a Famborghini or a boat. They just 
want to be in music for as long as they can.” 
While Transmission’s reputation has built a 
ferocious loyalty among both audiences and 
musicians, that self-imposed size cap means 
artists outgrow what services and venues 
Transmission can provide. “When a band gets 
really big enough, we’re ready to let them go,” 
Moody said, but it’s in those times of transi- 
tion where C3 and Transmission can clash. “I 
wouldn’t lie,” Moody said, “there’s definitely 
competition, and sometimes it gets a little 
weird.” But over time, the tension has declined, 
and now C3 even books the occasional night at 
Mohawk. “As time goes by,” Moody said, 
“we’re more and more fitting into the puzzle.” 


Maintaining the Ecosystem 

Austin’s music scene has thus far survived 
the current poor economic climate better than 
many cities, with Attal reporting that ticket 
sales have stayed pretty constant. “There are 
problems with the industry,” he said, “but 
Austin’s stayed pretty strong. People move 
here to go to shows.” Fortunately for his busi- 
ness, so do musicians. A weak economy, com- 
bined with declining record sales, means 
many bands are touring smarter and shorter. 
They’ll primarily stick to the big, clustered 
media markets on the coasts - but Attal finds 
they still want to come here because of the 
strong audiences. That can be a big boost for 
a touring band, he said, “because you can 
come here and say, ‘Things are OK.’” 

For Transmission, the big specter isn’t nec- 
essarily the recession but paradoxically its 
opposite - the threat of economic develop- 
ment and the constant sound of condo con- 
struction. The loudest warning siren is the 
current city of Austin plan to remove the 
Waller Creek District from the flood plain by 
building a new floodwater tunnel to bypass 
Downtown. Even though the land Mohawk 
sits on wouldn’t be directly affected, the 
anticipated spike in nearby property values 
could mean rising rents, pushing out clubs 
that run at a small profit or just break even. 
“What people forget is that Red River is an 
ecosystem,” Moody said. “Stubb’s needs 
Mohawk. Mohawk needs Club de Ville. Club 
de Ville needs Emo’s. They all need each other 
to have cocktails and moments before shows, 
so the relocation of these places as islands by 
themselves doesn’t work.” 

It’s a persistent internal Austin contradic- 
tion: People move here and stay in part 
because of the music scene, but that added 
population eventually puts pressure on those 
very venues. But Williams remains upbeat, 
because he believes not only that the Red 
River scene is more durable than some fans 
fear but also that his firm will always be able 
to find new venues, like the new wave of clubs 
and bars east of 1-35 that have opened in the 


last five years. “I remember parking there and 
getting knives pulled on me,” he said. “Now 
there ’re limos.” The biggest concern is making 
sure that policymakers move fast enough to 
track such changes. He said, “If the city zones 
a music district around Red River and then it 
becomes a bunch of condominiums, [they 
can’t say], ‘That’s your music district; you 
have to put your bands there; we just spent 
years rezoning it.’” 

For Music Commission Chair Stein, that’s 
why having promoters involved in the political 
and planning discussion is vital. Currently, 
C3’s digital and interactive director Michael 
Feferman sits with him on the Music 
Commission as Council Member Chris Riley’s 
appointee, while both Attal and Moody sat on 
the 2008 Music Task Force. 

Describing their voices as a counterbal- 
ance, Stein explained, City Council “hires 
these consultants and pays them several hun- 
dred thousand dollars to come in, come sit 
behind a computer and do some market 
research, and then talk to a very narrow 
cross-section of people and spit out a report 
with pictures and say: ‘Oh this is what Waller 
Creek will look like. Oh, and lo and behold, 
the only sentence that we said about all of 
these clubs is, ‘these clubs can be relocated.’” 
That, he added, “just shows a total misunder- 
standing.” So far the commission has a verbal 
commitment from council to factor the exist- 
ing music ecosystem into its calculations. 
Stein said, “That’s how you utilize the politi- 
cal process, so that leaders understand that 
you can’t just look at a real broad brushstroke 
that more condos and more businesses on 
Waller Creek is how we pay back our tax 
increment financing.” 

But for Attal, while the current lyrics may 
change, the song - and the problems for pro- 
moters protecting their businesses - remains 
the same. He said: “The city doesn’t want to 
beat down the music, but on the other side, 
they have to make sure the neighborhoods 
aren’t getting blasted with sound. . . . It’s always 
going to be adjusting as the city grows.” ■

et seq., an Environmental Assessment has been prepared for the proposed expansion to an 
existing firing range facility. This project is subject to NEPA review because it is being funded, 
in part, with federal funding available from the U.S. Department of Justice, Office of 
Community Oriented Policing Services. 

Proposed Action 

The proposed project would involve expanding the existing firing range facility by 0.1 acres. 
Construction activities would include the placement of cast-in-place concrete walls stabilized 
by steel beams and will take place within the existing firing complex. 

Project Location 

The proposed construction will take place at the Travis County Correctional Complex located 
at 3614 Bill Price Rd., Del Valle, Texas 68617. The complex consists of a 130-acre correctional 
facility site. 

Findings 

The U.S. Department of Justice, Office of Community Oriented Policing Services has 
determined that the proposed firing range expansion in Del Valle, Texas, would not signifi- 
cantly affect the quality of the human or physical environment. Expansion and operation of the 
firing range would have less than significant impacts. Therefore it is not expected that an 
environmental impact statement will be prepared for this proposal.

No administrative action will be taken on the project before November 8, 2010, which is 30 
calendar days after the public notice of this Draft Finding of No Significant Impact. 

Environmental Impacts 

The Environmental Assessment evaluates the environmental impacts on a range of issues as 
they related to the proposed construction. No, or less than significant, effects were identified as 
a results of the implementation of the proposed construction for the following environmental 
issues: (1) air quality, (2) water quality, (3) solid waste management, (4) land use, 

(5) transportation, (6) human population, (7) energy impacts, (8) coastal zone management, 

(9) historic preservation, (10) endangered species, (11) vegetation and wildlife, (12) hazardous 
materials, and (13) wild and scenic rivers. 

Short-term environmental impacts associated with the proposed construction were identified in 
the environmental assessment. These impacts were identified to have a less than significant 
environmental impact. However, mitigating measures for these impacts were outlined in the 
Environmental Assessment and will be employed during construction. Such mitigating mea- 
sures include: (l)re vegetation of disturbed areas; (2) utilization of sediment retention structures 
such as rock filter dams and or/silt fences, if applicable; and (3) employing work hour controls. 

Determination 

The U.S. Department of Justice, Office of Community Oriented Policing Services has 
determined that the proposed expansion of the firing range would not significantly affect the 
quality of the human or physical environment.

Actually Live

Factions fling rhetoric at one another but 
don’t talk much about facts. One result is 
that, as a citizenry, we’ve lost sight of where 
we actually live and our politics are no longer 
about what’s going on in that strange place. 

Here are fragments of an accurate descrip- 
tion from The New York Times: 

“More than a quarter of the nation’s bridges 
are structurally deficient or functionally obso- 
lete. Leaky pipes lose an estimated seven billion 
gallons of clean drinking water every day. And 
aging sewage systems send billions of gallons of 
untreated wastewater . . . into the nation’s water- 
ways each year” Qan. 28, 2009, p.A16). “[A] sig- 
nificant water fine bursts on average every two 
minutes somewhere in the country” (March 15, 
p.Al). “75 percent of [America’s] public schools 
have structural deficiencies and 25 percent 
have problems with their ventilation systems” 
(Feb. 20, p.A17). “Even upscale suburban 
districts are preparing for huge levels of 
layoffs” (May 20, p.Al). “Kansas City [Mo.]

California’s “ [i] nfrastructure 
spending . . . has dropped from 
20 percent of the state bud- 
get to 3 percent” (Sept. 28, 
p.A29). “Most summer school 
programs . . . from elementary 
through high school” have been 
canceled in Los Angeles (May 30, 

2009, p.A9), as well as in Florida, North 
Carolina, Delaware, Washington, Maryland, 
and Ohio (July 2, 2009, p.Al). “Arizona 
Drops Children’s Health Program” (March 
19, p.Al 7). “Money Shortage Forces Cut 
in Cases To Be Prosecuted” (May 9, 2009, 
p.Al 3).

Oregon has made 
significant cuts to community health pro- 
grams for nearly 1,500 mentally ill residents 
and is eliminating a program that helps 2,000 
residents with Alzheimer’s or dementia receive 
care at home” (July 2, p.A24). 

“Safety Is Issue as Budget Cuts Free 
Prisoners” (March 5, p.Al). Oregon, Illinois, 
Colorado, California, and Michigan were 
cited. The director of Michigan’s Department 
of Corrections, Patricia L. Caruso, said, “We 
can live in fear and make bad policy based 
on fear, or we can have some backbone and 
make policy based on what really helps our 
communities.” Then she admitted: “I worry 
about it. I say a rosary every day.” 

“Firefighters have protested [cuts] in 
Florida,” as have nurses in Minnesota, 
which cut aid to health services, as has 
Alabama (Time, June 28, p.22). That article 
adds that Arizona cut kindergarten pro- 
grams to half-days (a hard situation for 
working parents) and that funds for schools 
“plunged” in New Jersey, while Florida 
slashed” university spending. 

“More than one-third of the 
trains, equipment, and facilities 
of the nation’s seven largest rail 
transit agencies are near the 
end of their useful life or past 
that point” ( USA Today, May 1, 
2009, p.3). 

The Wall Street Journal, Sept. 
4, 2009, p.l: California, Maine, 
Maryland, Michigan, Rhode Island, 
and Colorado have “shuttered” most state 
offices one day per week; Detroit cut family 
services for foster kids; 7,000 state jobs were 
eliminated in Washington; 27,000 teachers 
were laid off in California; Maine families 
“cannot apply for food stamps or Medicaid”; 
Maryland has halved “the usual number of 
traffic patrols”; Georgia has 25,000 employ- 
ees “facing furloughs”; lawyers there have 
trouble finding government personnel with 
whom to file papers at the State Court of 
Appeals. Five million Americans work for 
state governments; many of their jobs are no 
longer secure. 

Public safety is directly threatened. “Budget 
cuts are forcing police around the country to 
stop responding to fraud, burglary and theft 
calls as officers focus limited resources on 
violent crime. ... ‘If you come home to find 
your house burglarized and you call, we’re 
not coming,’ said [an] Oakland police spokes- 
woman” ( USA Today, Aug. 25, p.l). 

“There are more people in poverty now 
-43.6 million - than at any time since the 


government began keeping accurate records 
(The New York Times, Sept. 25, p.A21). “Public 
employee layoffs and service cutbacks that 
states are enacting amount to an ‘anti-stimu- 
lus program’ that dwarfs the size of the federal 
government’s stimulus program” ( The Week, 
July 16, p.4). 

Pity the poor public official who tries to 
actually do something. “Daniel Varela Sr., ... 
mayor of Livingston, Calif., ... was booted 
from office last month in a landslide recall 
election. His crime? He had the temerity to 
push through the small city’s first water-rate 
increase in more than a decade to try to fix 
its aging water system, which he said spewed 
brownish, smelly water from rusty pipes” 
( The New York Times, Sept. 23, p.Al). 

The unemployed, the part-timers who’d 
rather be full-time, and the many 18- to 
24-year-olds living with parents total roughly 
20 milllion able-bodied Americans. (The Week, 
Aug. 20, p.4). 

I could fill five times this space with similar 
quotes. Piles of printouts surround me as I 
write. My files bulge with this stuff. 

Republicans and the tea party cry for 
fewer taxes and smaller government without 
explaining how those policies address what’s 
actually going on where we actually live. 
The White House and most Democrats are 
unable or unwilling to recognize that what’s 
actually going on where we actually live is 
nothing less than a national emergency ulti- 
mately far more threatening to the viability of 
this country than acts of terrorism. 


The United States is in critical need of repairs 
of every imaginable kind. There are 20 million 
able-bodied unemployed who could be trained 
to make those repairs. The solution is obvious. 
Pay the unemployed to be trained for the work 
needed. Employ these trained cadres to get the 
physical structure of America back to a fully 
functioning level and keep it at that level. Turn 
an unemployed, frightened, angry population 
into a population doing work that is useful and 
desperately needed, making them wage-earners 
whose spending and taxpaying would revive 
this economy from the ground up. 

No one in power speaks of such a solution. 

Instead, we spend hundreds of billions on 
wars that profit us nothing. 

So far, state spending cuts mainly hurt the 
poor, the ill, the helplessly aged, the young, 
and the many thousands furloughed and laid 
off. But states will cut again next year and the 
year after - there’s no relief in sight. Sooner or 
later, every tier of this society will hurt. Even 
the rich need a functioning traffic system. Even 
they need water to run clean, bridges that stay 
up, dams that don’t falter, and firefighters and 
police with the capacity to respond. 

Infrastructure has no politics. It either 
works or it doesn’t. A nation that lets its infra- 
structure crumble will wake one fine day to 
find itself crippled. 

The fixing necessary is not about ideology; 
it’s about nuts and bolts. If we fail we are all 
headed down the same chute into whatever 
we’ll call a First World nation that crawls 
backward into a Third World swamp. ■

FIRST NIGHT AUSTIN Unhappy New Year 


Luke Savisky’s The “l” of TX, 
First Night 2006 



As songwriter Frank Loesser memorably 
posed the question, “What are you doing 
New Year’s Eve?” Well, where 2010 is con- 
cerned, it’ll be something other than First 
Night Austin. On Thursday, Sept. 30, the 
board of the local edition of the international 
celebration of arts and culture announced 
that it will be suspending this year’s event, 
and I’ll bet you can guess the reason why. 
Lack of money. That’s hardly surprising, 
given the difficulty most nonprofits are expe- 
riencing in the fundraising department these 
days. But First Night Austin was particularly 
vulnerable following the turbulence it hit in 
2009, when then-Executive Director Dave 
Sullivan left the organization in August after 
having failed to secure sponsorships and 
funding for the event. Left with five months 
to cobble something together on its own, the 
board produced a scaled-down version for 
about $250,000. Which may sound like a 
lot, but not so much when you consider that 
it’s an eight-hour event involving more than 
850 artists and that that’s roughly half the 
budget of the first First Night, in 2005. This 
year, with the economy still in the tank and 
without an executive director to lead the 
hunt for money - no replacement for Sullivan 


was ever hired - support proved even harder 
to come by. The nine-member board headed 
into the fall with no presenting sponsor 
(chipping in $125,000), just over half of the 
budget raised, and no more financial pros- 
pects on the horizon. Concerned that going 
forward with such a limited budget would 
compromise the event’s artistic quality, the 
board voted to cancel this year and focus on 
reviving First Night in 2011. 

So what other family-friendly, alcohol-free 
New Year’s Eve events might the 100,000 
revelers that typically attend First Night go 
to in its place? Curiously enough, the city of 
Austin claims it will host one. In a state- 
ment released hot on the heels of the First 
Night cancellation announcement, City 
Manager Marc Ott stated that the city-spon- 
sored event would not be on the scale of 
First Night but would feature live music, 
food, and fireworks. This is a surprising 
offer coming from the same government 
that just axed the Trail of Lights over budget 
concerns, but Ott may be planning to help 
pay for it by tapping the $50,000 that the 
city had already dedicated toward First Night 
as part of a five-year arrangement.

2010 B. IDEN PAYNE AWARDS 

Among nominees, ‘Murder Ballad’ scores a t>ig hit 


The ghost-faced killers of Murder Ballad 
Murder Mystery left a long line of bodies 
across the swamp, but the list of nomina- 
tions their show racked up for the 2010 B. 
Iden Payne Awards looks to be even longer. 
The Tutto Theatre Company/Vortex Repertory 
Company co-production received 11 nomi- 
nations, the most of any show this year, 
for the annual awards handed out by the 
Greater Austin Creative Alliance (formerly 
the Austin Circle of Theatres). Murder 
Ballad earned recognition for production of 
music theatre; Dustin Wills’ direction; the 
performances by Florinda Bryant, Robert 
Pierson, Content Love Knowles, and the 
ensemble; the designs by Lisa Laratta 
(set), Megan M. Reilly (lighting), and Kim H. 
Ngo (costumes); and the original score and 
musical direction by Mark Stewart and Andy 
Tindall. It was one of two homegrown musi- 
cals mounted by the Vortex that earned a 
lot of love from the awards nominating com- 
mittee. The company’s remount of Sleeping 
Beauty, as adapted by Artistic Director 
Bonnie Cullum and Knowles, scored eight 
nominations, including nods for production 
of a musical, Knowles’ original score and 
musical direction, and Cullum’s direction. 
The Vortex’s 19 nominations were the most 
for any producing organization this year. 

Other nominees taking top honors: 
Trouble Puppet Theater Company’s adapta- 


tion of Upton Sinclair’s The Jungle with 
seven noms (production of a drama; the 
script, set design, and direction by compa- 
ny Artistic Director Connor Hopkins; 
Stephen Pruitt’s lighting design; Eliot 
Haynes’ sound design; and Justin 
Sherburn’s original score), plus a special 
certificate for the puppetry work; the 
Gilbert & Sullivan Society of Austin’s pro- 
duction of G&S operetta The Yeomen of the 
Guard with seven (production of music the- 
atre, Ralph MacPhail Jr.’s direction, Jeffrey 
Jones-Ragona’s music direction, and acting 
by Patricia Combs, David Fontenot, 

Michelle Hache, and Holton Johnson); Zach 
Theatre’s staging of the faux Twenties 
musical The Drowsy Chaperone, also with 
seven (production of music theatre, Nick 
Demos’ direction, acting by the full cast, 
Allen Robertson’s music direction, Robin 
Lewis’ choreography, Susan Branch 
Towne’s costume design, and Craig Brock’s 
sound design); and Breaking String 
Theater’s production of Chekhov’s The 
Cherry Orchard, with six (production of a 
comedy; Graham Schmidt’s direction; per- 
formances by Matt Radford, Liz Fisher, and 
Nigel O’Hearn; and Adam Hilton’s sound 
design), plus a special certificate for 
Schmidt’s original translation of the script. 

Overall, 56 productions mounted from 
September 2009 to August 2010 received 



nominations, which are made by a commit- 
tee of volunteers who regularly see produc- 
tions throughout the year. The awards are 
determined by a vote of members in the 
alliance, which receives ballots that are 
tabulated by the accounting firm of KPMG 
and held in secret until the ceremony. This 
year’s will be Monday, Nov. 1, 7pm, in the 
Rollins Studio Theatre of the Long Center 
for the Performing Arts. In addition to the 
presentation of the regular awards, the 
ceremony will include presentation of the 
Special Recognition Award, given annually 
by the organization’s board to an individual 
or entity that has made exceptional con- 
tributions to Austin theatre. This year’s 
honorees are the Rude Mechanicals. 
Improvisation guru Les McGehee will serve 
as emcee. The public is welcome. For more 
information, including the full list of nomi- 
nees, visit www.austincreativealliance.org.

See a movie, help a friend 

All it takes for the crushing costs of health 
care to hit home is for someone you know 
to get seriously ill. We’ve seen it happen in 
Austin’s live music community, when musi- 
cians have rallied around one of their own 
with benefits to help defray the expense of 
medical treatment. Now, it’s happening in the 
dance community. Choreographers and danc- 
ers are looking to help Sharon Marroquin, 
who is currently being treated for cancer and, 
despite having insurance through the Austin 
Independent School District, is being socked 
with some heavy bills. One of the scene’s most 
supremely gifted dance artists with multiple 
awards from the Austin Critics Table and a 
“Best of Austin” Critics Pick as Best Master of 
Gesture, Marroquin is also that rare individual 
who has worked with companies across the 
community: Ballet East, Diverse Space Dance 
Theatre, Kathy Dunn Hamrick Dance Company, 
Forklift Danceworks, Tapestry Dance Company, 
Spank Dance Company, Austin Dance India, 
Performance Encounters, and Wicked Cricket

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The Storyteller 

Nobody spins a yarn like Jaston Williams

Midway through lunch, Jaston Williams mentions the essay 
in Pentimento in which Lillian Heilman observes that theatre 
people love to tell stories. No kidding, and Williams himself 
is the poster boy for that tendency You cannot have a conver- 
sation with this consummate man of the stage without him 
launching into some richly embroidered, raucously funny yarn 
- and more likely half a dozen, with each leaving everyone 
within earshot, Williams included, with sides heaving with 
laughter to the point of breathlessness. 

Williams will credit his West Texas heritage for his story- 
telling prowess - something in the territory inspires it, he 
claims - and anyone familiar with that region would not be 
inclined to disagree. But you put that Panhandle predilection 
for yarn-spinning on top of a show folk penchant for stories 
and, well, you get double-strength tale-telling - 190 proof. As 
those who have sampled his self-written solo performances 
I’m Not Lying and Cowboy Noises can testify, the stories 
therein pack the kick of white lightning. If all you know of 
this fine actor is his work on Greater Tuna and its sequels - 
and fear not, Tuna-ficionados, come Thanksgiving, Williams 
and partner-in-stage-crime Joe Sears will be back with a newly 
designed production of A Tuna Christmas - you owe it to 
yourself to see the storyteller in action. When he sat down 
with the Chronicle to discuss this month’s revival of Cowboy 
Noises at the Long Center, it took just one question to get 
Williams into telling stories. 


Jaston Williams: I can never do a show that I don’t bring my 
brother [Corky] in at some point, because I’ve never met any 
individual as unique in character as my brother. In all my years in 
show business and my former life in crime, I have never known 
one like that. That we spring from exactly the same gene pool 
gives me pause. That’s one reason I decided to adopt, [laughs] 
My brother, he is so funny. And shorter than I. Tough, tough. 
Tough cowboy and could wade into any fight anywhere. 

My dad was just crazy, and I loved him so much, but he decid- 
ed to introduce potato farming to the Texas Panhandle. It had 
never been done up there. My dad introduced it. Just decided. 
Now, there was no equipment up there to do it, there weren’t 
the systems, and you had to go up to Idaho and haul it back. But 
Daddy decided he was going to raise potatoes, and by God, he 
raised potatoes. And one summer, my brother and I were work- 
ing for my dad, and the potato market had crashed. Potatoes 
were just basically worthless. And my dad ran ads on television: 
He was selling hundred-pound bags of potatoes at the rate of 2 
pounds per nickel. I’m not kidding. Just to move ’em. You had 
to buy a hundred pounds, but it was 2 pounds for a nickel. And 
I was the potato salesman to all of these idiots in Lubbock who 
came out and wanted to buy: “Well, cain’t I just get 15 pounds?” 
[laughs] You’ve driven 40 miles to get eight potatoes? Give me a 
break! [laughs] So I had to deal with the prairie apes who came 
to get their potatoes, and my brother was running the crews. So, 
one day we were sitting there in the shed, and they’re not dig- 
ging that afternoon for some reason, and it is hot, and my dad’s 
gone, and my brother and I are the only ones there, and we’re 
sitting on these lumpy sacks of potatoes and smoking cigarettes 
and talking about how bad we hate potatoes, and this car pulls 
up driven by Java man. I describe his wife 
and three to five itchy children like dis- 
eased rabbits warrened in the back. They 
rattle up, and this idiot flips a nickel into 
the dust at our feet and says: “There’s my 
nickel. Gimme my 2 pounds of potatoes.” 

And Corky, without taking a breath, just 
grabs a big russet potato and, as close as 
I am to you, just bam!, [He just bounced 
it] right off his head. And he said: “There’s 
yer 2 pounds, you sonofabitch. Now, stick 
around fer the other 98.” [laughs] And 
then he looked at me and said, “I’ve lost 
my sense of humor about these goddamn 
nickel potatoes.” [laughs] 

Growing up in West Texas - it’s a 
funny group of people that live out there. 

They are amazing storytellers and amazing 
characters. They live in a world that is in 
so many ways hostile. It’s hostile people. 

It’s hostile weather. There’s a lot of hostility, and yet there’s an 
amazing vein of humor that seems to run on one side of the 
highway, and the violence is running on the other, and you 
never know when they’re gonna cross. And these people out 
there, for all their bluster or seeming detachment from sensitiv- 
ity or the poetic or whatever, they are amazingly sensitive and 
amazingly poetic. They choose their moments carefully, and 
they come out very spontaneously. And at times it’s beautiful 
and funny in the same breath. 

There was this woman in our hometown, and she was a 
dear, dear lady - Mrs. Treat was her name. We all loved Mrs. 
Treat. You know, in these small towns, when anybody dies, 
the covered dishes start to arrive. Nobody’s going to have to 
cook a meal. Well, Mrs. Treat was always the first one to the 
door. I think she went by the hospital and the nursing home. 
She kept tabs. You know, somebody’s goin’ down, she’s got it. 
It’s frozen. It’s ready. All you gotta do is heat it up. [laughs] I 
describe, when my grandmother died, my next door neighbor 
lookin’ out the door: “Good God, Treat! Miz Treat’s at the door 
with something wrapped in foil. I hope your blue suit’s clean 


enough for a funeral.” [laughs] When Miz Treat’s at the door 
at 6 in the morning, somebody’s gone. And yet she was a dear, 
dear person, and it was a beautiful, kind, thoughtful thing that 
she always did, that they all did. 

And these funerals - I talk about my grandfather’s funeral, 
and the one thing you weren’t allowed to do out there was 
cry. I nearly cried at my grandfather’s funeral, and my mother 
pinched the hell out of me: “Don’t you dare screw up this 
funeral by crying.” Teeter Combs on the organ doing “Beyond 
the Sunset,” how are you not supposed to cry? Just whippin that 
organ. God almighty! It was my first funeral. I didn’t know you 
weren’t allowed to cry. So it’s that amazing mixture of sadness 
and humor that is all in there together. People are surprised 
when I say this, but I’m so glad I grew up there. I couldn’t live 
there again, but I am so grateful that I grew up there. 

And as I’ve gotten older, it’s amazing [how] those cultural 
divisions that we had as children [fade] . There was one boy in 
high school, he was a year older than I, and his father was the 
police chief. This boy was a big cowboy - big, big cowboy - and 
he and I were not friends in any way. We were in totally differ- 
ent circles. There was nothing to say. There was no communi- 
cation. We didn’t mix. Now, I am 59, and Aubrey Stark, who 
went on to become a lawman, is one of my very best friends. 
In this world. In. This. World. Conservative Texas lawman, out 
busting drug dealers and all of that stuff. And what I think 
really brought him around - 1 did some of these monologues in 
Lubbock about a year ago for a benefit, and his wife was a good 
friend of mine, so he had to come see the shows. But he was on 
the front row, and we’d been gradually getting friendlier, and 
he recognized what Kevin [Mooney, Williams’ partner] and I 
were doing with raising this child, and 
that was very impressive to him and not 
something he had ever expected to see 

- two guys adopting a child and raising 
him - but in that performance something 
broke with him, and by the end of that 
show, we were friends. Not just friendly 
but real friends. And I wouldn’t think of 
going to Lubbock without calling him 
immediately. I wouldn’t think of it. 

And another friend of mine there is 
Sam Medina. He was a district judge 

- now, he’s stepped down now to 
become a city attorney for Lubbock but 
a big deal. Sammy was in my senior 
class. Sammy, growing up in Crosbyton, 
Texas, had to drive to Lubbock to get 
his hair cut. He was a Hispanic boy. 
They would not cut his hair in that 
little town at the time. And Sammy just 

kept going. Sammy never batted an eye. He just kept work- 
ing. Nothing affected him. He went to Tech; he went to law 
school. And the last time I was there, Sammy and Aubrey 
and I got together. Sammy was the best defense attorney in 
Lubbock for years, and Aubrey was a cop, so they knew all 
the same criminals [laughs], and they started telling law- 
and-order-in-Lubbock stories. I was there for three days for 
a reunion, and when I got home to Kevin, I said: “I’m going 
to bed. I’m sick. I can’t breathe.” He said, “What’s wrong?” 
I said: “I have laughed [so much] ... I’m wheezed up. My 
lungs are full.” The criminal element in Lubbock as told from 
the point of view of a cop and a defense attorney who know 
all the same crooks. And you know, the law-and-order stuff, 
it’s not funny and yet it is. The tragedy runs on one line, and 
the comedy runs on the other. And we’ve gotten into adult- 
hood, and we all see each other’s side of it. We thought it 
was just cops or lawyers. No, we’re just all humans. ■

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THE WIDOWER’S 
TALE: A NOVEL 

by Julia Glass 
Pantheon, 416 pp., 

$25.95 

The widower in ques- 
tion is 70-year-old Percy 
Darling, a retired Harvard 
librarian and world-class 
curmudgeon. His “tale” at 
first seems small in scope, 
if richly detailed, as he grudgingly prepares for 
the conversion of his barn into a preschool for 
the privileged children of Matlock, a satellite of 
Boston transitioning away from its country roots 
to something more along the lines of Town & 
Country. But as Percy’s tale unfolds, skipping 
between his perspective and that of three others 
in his near-orbit, this subtly dispatched family 
saga broadens to explore extremism in both 
political action and personal character. 

But “saga” is too drear; Glass’ portrait of 
a family negotiating continuing crises - some- 
times workaday, sometimes sensational - is too 
funny for soap operatics. Percy is its cantanker- 
ous, acidic wit center, and his first-person voice 
endears him further to the reader. Chapters 
trade off between Percy and the third-person 
accounts of his grandson, Harvard sophomore 
Robert; a migrant worker named Celestino; 
and Ira, a teacher at the Elves & Fairies nurs- 
ery, whose abrupt dismissal from his previous 
school has pushed him back into the closet. 

Glass, a National Book Award winner for 
her 2002 debut, Three Junes, forms a cat’s 


cradle-like threading of connectivity: Divorce is 
doubled in the form of a divorce attorney and 
mediator, Celestino and Robert’s eco-warrior 
roommate Turn both hail from Guatemala (with 
very different backgrounds), breast cancer 
links Percy’s oncologist daughter and the new 
woman in his life, and the calamitous conse- 
quences of booze and seemingly casual politi- 
cal talk upend both Ira’s and Percy’s lives. 

Glass’ mostly assured command of voice 
bobbles occasionally when she strays from 
Percy’s perfectly pitched grousing. Robert, 
especially, is rendered in a somewhat dowdy- 
feeling approximation of how tech-savvy twen- 
tysomethings speak (or text-speak) - I’m not 
sure real 20-year-olds are as reluctant to 
spell out “WTF” as Glass is. But 
their impassioned grappling with 
the world and their place in it 
- most especially with the ques- 
tion of how far one should take 
forward thinking in a backward- 
feeling environment - rings true. 

The Widower's Tale is best 
savored for the unshowy way 
Glass dramatizes the hum-and-thrum 
of the everyday and the compassion 
she brings to describing the painful recali- 
brations every character must make when that 
everyday explodes in their faces - when, as an 
aching Percy puts it in his priceless vernacular, 
“the world is widdershins.” - Kimberley Jones

BLOOD-DARK 
TRACK: A FAMILY 
HISTORY 

by Joseph O’Neill 
Vintage Books, 352 pp.,

Joseph O’Neill put him- 
self on the literary map a 
couple of years ago with 
his wonderfully crafted, 

PEN/Faulkner Award- 
winning novel Netherland. In 2001, however, 
O’Neill ventured into nonfiction terrain with 
the publication of this relentlessly inquisitive 
and often touching reconstruction of his fam- 
ily’s history through a primary focus on 
his two grandfathers. 

Now in its first American print- 
ing, Blood-Dark Track introduces 
us to, on the author’s paternal 
side, the ruggedly handsome, 
hard-working, and well-respect- 
ed James O’Neill, the product 
of a farming family in West Cork, 
Ireland. On his maternal side is 
Joseph Dakad, a Syrian Christian 
living in the small Turkish port city of 
Mersin, a worldly, multilingual entrepreneur 
and owner of a family-run hotel. While these 
two gentlemen would seem to have lived 
largely disparate lives, they each suffered the 
same significant misfortune of being impris- 
oned by the British during World War II. O’Neill 
was interned in the Curragh Camp of Ireland’s 
County Kildare, stemming from his active 


involvement with the Irish Republican Army, 
while Dakad endured incarceration in British- 
occupied Palestine on suspicion of espionage 
for the Axis powers. These experiences would 
indelibly mark both of their individual lives 
and those of their families in dramatic ways. 

In fact, one of the pivotal points of the story 
is the author’s discovery of an individual with 
connections to both of their detentions. 

In attempting to piece these histories togeth- 
er, the Irish-born, New York City-based O’Neill 
not only provides us with the rich textures of 
interfamilial relations but also places both sides 
of his family within the broader contexts of his- 
tory, clearly demonstrating how individual lives 
get caught up in the grand sweep of events 
beyond their control. It all makes for fascinating 
sociopolitical depictions of British/Irish relations 
vis-a-vis the IRA and, conversely, the multiethnic 
interconnections and intrigue associated with 
the Levant. As with all families, he finds there 
are stories that are handed down as familial lore 
as well as untold secrets to be unearthed as 
one delves for understanding. In this case the 
skeletons in the closet range from a decades- 
old unsolved murder to the denial of an ethnic 
catastrophe. At the end of the day, O’Neill is 
forced to come to terms with the implications of 
his findings and to put them into a perspective 
that satisfies both his own conscience and the 
elusive truth. - Jay Trachtenberg

STAGE ONE Austin home stager Brenda Spencer of 
Spencer Staging & ReDesign won first place in the 
professional category of the 2010 MirrorMate Makeover 
Contest for her client’s bathroom mirror makeover. 
Congratulations to Brenda. If you’ve watched HGTV, then 
you know home staging is the biggest, hottest trend since 
... since ... well, since the first caveman (or cavewoman) 
tossed an animal pelt over a rock and called it a recliner. 
Home staging is the act of redoing your home so that 
someone else will want to buy it. A simple theory, yes, but 
a nightmare for anyone who doesn’t get with the program. 
While it’s true that many people haven’t a clue how to make 
their surroundings more appealing, some of the finished 
work displayed on HGTV looks like the “designer” went 
berserk with a can of spray paint at a Walmart clearance 
center. Especially these 14-year-old interior redesigners. 
Okay, maybe they’re not 14, but most of them look like it. 
Besides, all I have to do is look at the way the stagers pres- 
ent themselves to know whether I’d want them to present 
my home to anyone. Bad hair + bad clothes = bad taste. 
Apparently the folks behind the home staging trend feel that 
most buyers are absolute morons - and maybe they are. Or 
maybe it’s the home sellers that are the morons for thinking 
that if they just hire a home stager and invest a little more 
money in the home they’re trying to get rid of and dumb 
it down, then the home can successfully be sold. Home 
staging doesn’t require any training or licensing. It simply 
requires the mindset that what you already have isn’t good 
enough for anyone else and that no one would possibly 
consider buying your home because it has your things in it.

And if prospective buyers 
only have the tunnel vision to see things as they are, then I 
don’t know why they don’t just have all of their furnishings 
and belongings sent over to a home that’s for sale and set 
it up so that when they (the prospective buyers) enter the 
home for the first time, they will see all their own things 
and know exactly what the house will look like if they buy 
it. Perhaps this could be more easily accomplished with a 
View-Master disc that has photos of your possessions, 


and you simply hold it up and see your stuff superimposed 
on the room.

I’ve been told there’s some music festival in town this weekend. I assume a few 
of you are beer tourists - you know, the type that immediately start looking for the 
bars with the best suds selection and, if available, local brews. You’re in a pretty 
good town for such adventures. 

Unfortunately, you won’t get local flavor at ACL Fest - while ACL is great at offering 
up local food, the beer choices will be mostly Anheuser-Busch products and Heineken, 
although Widmer Brothers’ Broken Halo IPA or Kona Brewing Co.’s Longboard Island 
Lager should keep craft beer lovers happy. But presumably you’ll stray outside at some 
point, and here are your best bets near Zilker Park and Downtown. - Lee Nichols 


Uncle Billy’s Brew & Que 

1530 Barton Springs Rd. 

Located just outside Zilker 
in the middle of Barton 
Springs Road’s restaurant 
row, this is the perfect 
place for locals and tour- 
ists alike to get a taste of 
Texas - delicious, juicy bar- 
becue complemented by a 
Texas-only beer selection, including 
great house brews. The downside: 
Everyone else at the fest might have 
the same idea. Expect a crowd. 

The Ginger Man 301 Lavaca. Perhaps 
you’re staying Downtown and walking to 
and from the fest.

Folks visiting our area for the Austin 
City Limits Festival might be surprised to 
learn that Austin is surrounded by more 
than 30 wineries. Hitting them all would 
take over a week, but it’s easy to put 
together a nice day or half-day trip. We’re 
here to steer you to some of the best. 

The two largest wineries in the area 
are Fall Creek Vineyards in Tow and 
Becker Vineyards in Stonewall. Both 
are 60-90 minutes from town and 
each makes a remarkably high per- 
centage of top-notch wine.

food-o-file

“It was like the Christmas Eve of my culinary career,” 
said chef John Bullington, describing his excitement 
and anticipation about cooking a 550-pound steer over 
an open fire last week. Bullington’s live fire cooking expe- 
rience was inspired by Argentine chef Francis Mailman 
and ordered up by Bullington’s boss, Alamo Drafthouse 
CEO Tim League, who asked his chef to prepare the beef 
for a party at the J. Lorraine Ghost Town near Manor on 
the last night of Fantastic Fest. First, Bullington had to 
find a local welder to create a heavy metal rig that could 
suspend a butterflied whole steer over hot coals for 
about 20 hours. Once that was done and the grass-fed 
steer was ordered from Richardson Farms, Bullington 
assembled a cooking team of chefs and kitchen staffers 
from all the local Alamo kitchens. “It turned out to be a 
great corporate team-building experience,” Bullington 
said, because all the staffers worked shifts tending the 
fire, prepping food for the party, or serving at the event 
(see photos online with this story at austinchronicle.com). 
When 400-500 moviegoers arrived at the Ghost Town 
last Thursday night, they dined on appetizers inspired by 
Argentine cuisine, grilled Texas beef with chimichurri 
sauce, and rescoldo vegetables roasted among the 
coals of the fire. The party capped off another distinc- 
tive schedule of fascinating genre films and outrageous 
events for which Fantastic Fest has become justifiably 
famous. Bullington admits he was concerned that his 
promotion to corporate executive chef of the entire 
Alamo Drafthouse operation would mean spending all 
his time working at the computer and traveling to open 
new Alamo kitchens at theatres around the country, but 
it turns out he need not have worried. “I’m still working 
for this crazy man who comes up with these wild ideas 
for special events, and that’s the best part of my job!”... 



In other local news, Carlos Rivero’s restaurant group 
closed the El Chilito outlet on Congress Avenue last 
week and completed renovations on the rooftop patio at 
El Chile Cafe y Cantina (1025 Barton Springs Rd., 
609-8923, www.elchilecafe.com) just in time for Austin 
City Limits festivalgoers to enjoy the dramatic Downtown 
skyline with refreshing cocktails. Look for Rivero to 
open a new icehouse burger concept when Flat Top 
joins the other eateries on the Manor Road restaurant 
row early next year... National magazine writers have 
obviously found great places to drink around Austin. 
Just this month, Food & Wine magazine named the 
Paggi House (200 Lee Barton Dr., 473-3700, www. 
paggihouse.com) to its list of “wine-pro hangouts,” while 
GQ put Fino (2905 San Gabriel, 474-2905, www.

And speaking of ACL guests, if you love ice cream 
sandwiches, grab one at the Cool Haus truck in the 
parking lot at Thom’s Market (1418 Barton Springs Rd., 
479-9800) on your way to or from the party this week- 
end. You’ll be glad you did.

Vending comestibles at ACL

“It’s like Vietnam without getting shot at.” 

So says Luke Bibby of Austin’s Best Burger, 
when asked what it’s like to work a food ven- 
dor’s booth at ACL Fest. “It is just insane. It 
couldn’t be any more intense,” Bibby con- 
tends. “The food court becomes your whole 
world. For 15 hours a day, you are going at top 
speed, looking out at a never-ending line.” 

The Austin City Limits Music Festival clocks 
a total attendance of 150,000 people, and 
nearly all of them buy something to eat. Daily 
attendance is estimated at 65,000. If even a 
mere fraction of attendees selects Austin’s Best 
Burger, that’s a mind-boggling number of 
hamburgers to broil. 

“The smoke coming off those grills, it is 
punishing. My eyesight still hasn’t recovered 
from the last time I worked the grill, and that 
was three years ago,” says Bibby. “Nowadays, 
I’ve taken on the job of making sure that the 
folks working my booth are staying hydrat- 
ed; once an hour I’m going around handing 
cold bottles of water to the guys working the 
grills, making sure that nobody passes out 
- this year. ” 

Despite the rigor of the working condi- 
tions, working a stand is universally described 
as being as intensely fun as it is demanding. 
“There is very much a carnival atmosphere,” 
says Bibby. “I swear, we have more fun at our 
booth than the bands are having onstage. We 
feel like we’re onstage! All the vendors are 
trading food back and forth all day long. We 


have made so many friends.” As with com- 
rades-at-arms, friendships forged in the 
Austin Eats Food Court are lifelong. “One 
time I was able to give Terry from Aquarelle a 
gallon of mayo when she really needed it, and 
ever since then, when I’m at Aquarelle, I eat 
for free.” 

“The sense of community is awesome - you 
really feel like it’s an honor to be there,” says 
Jason Chenoweth of Snowie, purveyors of 
sno-cone goodness. When told that Bibby 
had compared the intensity to Vietnam, 
Chenoweth hesitates. “I never was in 
Vietnam,” he says thoughtfully, “so I wouldn’t 
want to compare it to that. But you know 
what it is like? More than anything else, it 
reminds me of this scene in Lord of the Rings, 
the second movie, The Two Towers, where this 
small group of elves and men are defending 
this place called Helm’s Deep ...” 

(At this point I started laughing, because, 
yes, I have seen the movie.) 

“ . . . from this inutterably immense army of 
hundreds of thousands of ores, an army that 
stretches from horizon to horizon ...” 

(And now I am thinking, “I have got to use 
this quote!”) 

"... and the whole time they’re cheering 
each other on, and saying: ‘Here they come! 
But this wall must not fall! Not until sun- 
rise!’ Although, of course, in our case,” he 
continues, “it must not fall until the food 
court closes.” 


Mark Seiler of Maine Root adds additional 
insight: “Doing ACL is just a blast. It is some- 
thing you definitely do for the love of it. 
Because, for all the vendors I know, ACL is a 
break-even proposition most of the time.” This 
is something I have heard from many of the 
vendors - there’s a very slim margin of error 
between losing your shirt and making money. 

“Longtimers have broken it down,” Seiler 
continues. “The first day’s business covers the 
cost of the booth; the second day you cover 
your food costs; the third day you pay your 
labor and make your money. If it rains on any 


of those days, forget it. You are just not going 
to make any money that year.” 

Rain is the great leveler, equally feared and 
loathed by every vendor I interviewed. 

“Rain? Don’t even use that word; don’t 
even say that!” exclaimed Bibby when I casu- 
ally assured him that I doubted there would 
be any rain this year. Days later, when I men- 
tioned Bibby’s superstition about “that 
word” to Snowie’s Chenoweth, he defended 
Bibby stoutly. 

“Well, no one wants to hear that word. 
No onel” shouted Chenoweth. Okay, I am 


BEHIND THE SCENES AT ACL’S AUSTIN EATS ■by Claudia Alarcon 


People who attend the Austin City Limits 
Music Festival are usually too busy walking 
from stage to stage to pay close attention to 
the food court. When it’s time to eat, they 
stand in line, wait their turn, get some grub, 
and go on their way without giving much of a 
thought to what it takes to put that burger in 
their hands. The last two 
times I attended the festi- 
val, I spent most of my 
time behind the scenes at 
the food court, observing 
the incredible amount of 
work it takes to feed the 
masses for three days. I 
was on hand to see what 
these guys went through e 
in years when it was 3 
impossibly hot and dusty 
in Zilker Park. Sure, they have shade and fans 
to cool them off, but they also have fryers and 
grills, and they’re moving at a frantic pace to 
keep up with demand. But despite the heat, 
hard work, and long hours, they try to keep 
their spirits up, enjoying the festive atmo- 
sphere and having some fun amid the chaos, 


swapping food items and sharing beers in a 
spirit of pure camaraderie. 

Some booths are better equipped to deal 
with the workload than others, and keeping 
the menu simple is part of their success. The 
Salt Lick relies on a large staff of 30-plus peo- 
ple and on food purveyor Sysco, whose sales 
reps are on-site through 
the weekend. Even though 
they bring all their meat 
ready-smoked every morn- 
ing from their pit, they still 
rely on Sysco rep Teri 
Camp to keep up with the 
supply of buns, chips, jala- 
penos, and sausage, which 
they grill on-site; the Lick 
also stores hundreds of 
gallons of queso and bar- 
becue sauce in Sysco’s refrigerated trucks. 

Since most vendors work with Sysco during 
the festival, the reps hang out under their own 
tent, checking inventory on their laptops and 
carting cases of meats, veggies, and bread from 
their refrigerated trucks to each booth as needed. 
“It’s a little stressful, but it’s a lot of fun,” says 


Camp, who has helped her clients at ACL since 
year one. This time around, she is also coaching 
newcomer Bess Bistro through its rookie year. 

A few years back, fine-dining restaurants 
started giving ACL a shot, some with success, 
others not so much. It’s taken Aquarelle three 
years to get the hang of it. Chef/owner Teresa 
Wilson got some valuable feedback from vet- 
eran ACL chefs: Make something tasty and 
easy to eat that requires little food cost so it is 
profitable. “So we came up with the steak 
sandwiches and hand-cut fries, and we have 
done well. Our first year we had all the money 
tied up, invested in equipment, flooring, et 
cetera. We did not gauge many things cor- 
rectly, so we ran out of some ingredients. I had 
to buy mayonnaise from Austin’s Best Burger 
by Sunday,” says Wilson. 

That first year they went through 50 
25-pound boxes of potatoes, 100 boxes of 36 
rolls, and 60 gallons of remoulade. Because the 
restaurant staff consists of only about 10 peo- 
ple, they actually close the restaurant during 
ACL, and all hands go to the site, where they 
work all day long. At the end of each day, they 
must clean, sweep, drain the oil from the fryers, 


and take all pots and utensils back to the res- 
taurant to be washed. Bright and early the next 
morning, they do it all over again. “Our third 
year will be better,” says Wilson. “This time 
they gave us 20 staff passes, so we’ll be able to 
do shifts. I also bought three fryers so I don’t 
have to rent them ever again.” 

Italian favorite Vespaio and sister Enoteca 
participated two years ago for the first time, 
because “we wanted to see if we could do our 
high-quality food in a fast-paced setting,” says 
manager Heather Hatley. Turns out they could, 
and those meatball sandwiches were to die for, 
but it was not without an insane effort. “We had 
a blast; it was a totally different environment 
from our regular workday, but the returns were 
not worth the amount of work it took us,” she 
confides. “We didn’t want to compromise our 
ethics and the quality of our foods to make it 
easy and profitable.” The sister restaurants had 
all their main personnel, including chef Ryan 
Sampson and most of his staff, on-site, but both 
restaurants were still as busy as always. 

Vendors have to spend a huge amount of 
time preparing for ACL weekend, and when 
you actually butcher your own hogs to make 
meatballs, this workload increases exponen- 
tially. “We butchered 14 whole pigs, made 400 
gallons of arrabbiata sauce, ordered 1,200 
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exaggerating; he didn’t shout. But he 
wanted me to make it clear that no one 
in Austin had better even think the word 
“rain” between now and Oct. 10. He 
laughingly told a story about the univer- 
sality of this view: 

“There was a vendor meeting, and the 
guy from the health department, he was all: 
‘Prepare for rain. It happens every year. Rain 
rain rain rain rain.’ And that’s just not true; 
it does not rain every year. And all the ven- 
dors, we were all, like, internally hissing: 
‘Shut up! Shut up!”’ Chenoweth sighed. 
“That guy must have said the word ‘rain,’ 
like, 30 times ! And we all just wanted to 
shoot him every damn time he said it. ... 

“The thing is, everyone involved is doing 
this on faith, ” Chenoweth adds. “Thousands, 
and even tens of thousands of dollars are 
spent on gearing up and supplies before 
anyone has seen a weather report.” 

The other point they’re unanimous on 
is how much they want to continue being 
a part of it all. “When ACL opens up and 
they start playing the first song, the 
theme from Star Wars , I get all teary-eyed 
and choked up,” admits Bibby. “Just the 
memories, just being there means so 
much to us. 

“I’ve got the same crew every year, some 
of them flying in from Colorado and other 
faraway places, just to work it again. After 
ACL is over, we always have a party at my 
house and give out awards, like a silver can 
opener for the person who opened those 
400 cans of queso. It’s always a great party; 
it’s like meeting up with your war buddies 
one last time before everyone goes back to 
their regular life.” ■ 


pounds of calamari, and based on some bad 
advice, we ended up ordering too much 
bread and had to take 800 rolls to the food 
bank,” says Sampson. “Because we didn’t 
use a food purveyor, we had to get our own 
refrigerated truck, and we didn’t reserve fry- 
ers, so we had to go to San Antonio to rent 
them.” Aside from all the kitchen prep work 
involved, “we also had to build our own 
booth with pallets for the floor, haul and set 
up the equipment, and then break it down 
the Monday after. It’s just a lot of work.” 

It is obviously hard to do from-scratch 
artisanal cuisine in this setting, but Olivia 
executive chef/owner James Holmes is set 
on frying chicken for his ACL debut. 
Holmes is no stranger to feeding the ACL 
crowds, having helped at Austin’s Best 
Burger in the past, but doing his own 
booth for the first time is not going to be 
as easy. “Oh it’s going to be crazy. ... I 
usually do about 12 chickens for my 
Sunday brunch, but I just ordered around 
4,000 for ACL. That’s a lot of buttermilk 
and flour!” says Holmes, who is also mak- 
ing a vegetarian item: baked potatoes with 
okra in creole sauce. “I’m prepping around 
400 gallons of creole sauce. It’s really 
kinda crazy.” ■

DRAWING INSPIRATION OUT OF THE PAST 

Writer Barry Gifford, still ‘Wild at Heart’

Barry Gifford, writer, screenwriter, and 
occasional filmmaker, crafts gut-punch- 
ingly cinematic dialogue like nobody’s 
business. Most famously the author of a 
septet of novellas featuring the neo-goth- 
ic wanderings of Sailor Ripley and his tru- 
est of loves, Lula Pace Fortune, Gifford 
writes prose that is lean, mean, and 
memorable, like a cocksure bantam- 
weight KO’ing the champ in round one or 
a stiletto jab to the solar plexus. It sings 
and stings simultaneously, cutting close 
to the bone and even closer to the heart. 

The first of these novels, Wild at 
Heart, was adapted for the screen, 
unforgettably, by Gifford’s longtime com- 
patriot David Lynch and immediately 
won the prestigious Palme d’Or at the 
1990 Cannes Film Festival. Combining 
Lynch’s fluid and dreamlike direction 
with Gifford’s trademark flair for crafting 
noirish dialogue that sounds as though 
it had crawled up from a damp New 
Orleans gutter without bothering to spit- 
shine itself first, Wild at Heart is the 
closest approximation of Gifford’s style 
yet captured on screen. 

Not that it’s the only one, though. 
Celebrated Spanish director Alex de la 
Iglesia’s 1997 take on Gifford’s direct 
sequel to Wild at Heart, Perdita Durango, 
was a cordite and crimson masterpiece of 
sultry sin and salvation. And then there 
are Gifford’s scripts for Matt Dillon’s haunt- 
ingly lyrical City of Ghosts and Lynch’s para- 
noid fever dream of a film, Lost Highway, 
as well as Gifford’s masterful nonfiction 
dissection of his favored film genre, Out of 
the Past: Adventures in Film Noir. 

Clearly, the man knows the lonely dark- 
ness common to writing both for the 
page and in thrall to the shadow-flicker- 
ing screen. And there’s a reason for that. 



“Basically,” explains Gifford, “I grew up 
in hotels and on the road with my moth- 
er and sometimes my father, who was 
involved in organized crime. I was born in 
a hotel in Chicago, the Seneca Hotel, 
which an old Chicago con man, Eddie 
‘Kingfish’ Stevens, once described as 
containing the ‘lobby of the men with no 
last names.’ So I spent my childhood in 
places like the Casuarina in Florida, the 
Hotel Nacional in Cuba, the Roosevelt 
Hotel in New Orleans, and on and on. So 
I was left alone a lot, and when you’re a 
kid like that, what do you do? You watch 
the Million Dollar Movie on television. I 
developed a real awareness of narration 
and narrative by watching movies in 
hotel rooms.” 

Gifford’s characters voice a razored, 
street-level argot that speaks - or mum- 


bles or shrieks - volumes about 
those peripatetic early years, but, in a 
classic case of one art form melting 
into another, his hours not spent watch- 
ing Robert Mitchum duke it out from the 
past with Kirk Douglas by way of 
Jacques Tourneur found the future 
author nestled, alone in a nameless 
hotel, in a book. 

“Of course, I was also a big reader,” 
he says. “I’d go check out the library 
wherever I happened to be, because the 
people in my household, they didn’t real- 
ly read very much. Books just weren’t 
discussed. But the combination of stay- 
ing up all night, alone, watching movies 
and then reading books during the day 
is what first got me interested in this 
whole business of storytelling - how to 
tell a story and how to structure a story 
sort of by osmosis. 

“Living in this kind of fictional, some- 
what cinematic world was natural to me,” 
explains Gifford, “and being around hotel 
lobbies all the time, meeting people from 
all over the world, and hearing their sto- 
ries was ... really the best possible uni- 
versity for an incipient writer. Because of 
that I’ve been writing stories since I was 
11. What do you do when you’re a kid in 
the world of men? You keep your mouth 
shut, and you listen not only to the 
words that are being said, but the sym- 
bology, the symbolic language. You have 
to try to figure: What’s the real story 
behind the story they’re telling? What’s 
the truth of the words, of the conversa- 
tion, and what’s the lie? That’s pretty 
good training for a writer.” ■

If, like me, you need the hum of the TV on in the 
background as you drink your morning coffee and 
prepare to leave the house for the day, yet you’re 
allergic to cooking segments and watered-down pop 
gossip, try a cup of MSNBC’s Morning Joe. Despite 
the conservative political philosophy of co-host and 
former Congressman Joe Scarborough, the three-hour 
weekday morning news and talk show (which slipped 
into the sudden programming hole created when 
MSNBC abruptly pulled the plug on Imus in the 
Morning) excels in unscripted conversations that are 
politically spirited and candid and features an ever- 
revolving lineup of guests and participants who keep 
the focus fresh. - Marjorie Baumgarten 
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Baby boomers who experienced huge 
chunks of their kids’ lives while squinting 
through a viewfinder will certainly grok Doug 
Block’s latest film, The Kids Grow Up. 
Obviously for a filmmaker, the imperative to 
capture - forever - the evanescent adorable- 
ness of one’s own flesh and blood can be 
irresistible, and Block found himself with 17 
years of footage of his supremely articulate, 
self-possessed, and photogenic only child, 
Lucy, with much of it annotated with an ongo- 
ing conversation between the two of them, as 
the camera ran. Predictably, as the years went 
by, Lucy’s enthusiasm for being in front of 
Dad’s lens waxed and waned, though she 
remained mostly a good sport to the end. 

The film came about when Block found 
himself increasingly gloomy over the prospect 
of Lucy’s leaving home for college. She would 
not only be literally moving out of the frame; 
he also dreaded the inevitable changes in their 
relationship. So, much as in his last film, 51 
Birch Street (2005), in which he worked 
through unexpected revelations about his par- 
ents and their marriage, Block decided to deal 


with his sense of impending parental doom by 
filming Lucy’s last year at home while, at the 
same time, seeking succor and enlightenment 
from those close to him, like his hyperrational, 
unflappable wife, Marjorie; his sisters; and his 
aging father, whose removed, aloof, old-school 
style of parenting was touched on in 51 Birch 
Street and, subsequently, acknowledged and 
renounced by Dad himself. 

The nondefensive, self-questioning candor 
of Block’s voiceover narration is pitch-perfect 
and frequently comic. He can barely - and 
hardly tries to - conceal his annoyance with 
the annual five-week-long visits of Roman, the 
non-English-speaking boyfriend Lucy met dur- 
ing a year in France. And we can’t help but pick 
up on some provocative exchanges between 
Block and Maijorie. (Fodder for Block’s upcom- 
ing film on marriage?) But this film is about 
Lucy and her dad, a point adeptly made by 
repeated cross-cuts of scenes of young Lucy 
with the latter-day one. It shows us that while 
Dad knows how well she’s turned out, he’d 
give anything to be able to hit “rewind.” 
Making this film is the best he can do. 


Austin Chronicle: So how did Lucy feel about 
the finished film? 

Doug Block: Mixed feelings. On the one 
hand, she thinks it’s a really good film, and 
she’s a tough critic. But she’s a pretty normal 
kid with no desire to be the center of atten- 
tion and certainly no desire to be famous on 
any level. And there’s one scene in particular 
that still embarrasses her. Unfortunately, it’s 
the one that always gets the biggest laughs 
from the audience - though they’re not 
directed at her. 

I think it’s helped a lot for her to be three 
years removed from the filming and to have 
gained some perspective from being older. She 
saw it at Silverdocs this past June for the first 
time with an audience and seemed fine with 
it. At the Q&A afterwards, she said she knows 
she’ll appreciate having this document of her 
family and childhood even more as she gets 
older. Which was a huge relief for me to hear, 
of course. 

AC: And your wife, Marjorie ? 

DB: Marjorie was bemused, as she usually is, 
by being fodder for my art or grist for my mill, 
or whatever you’d call being taped at odd 
moments by your husband on his digital cam- 
corder only to know it will eventually be 
shown publicly, on big screens and small, all 
over the world. Since this is the third film of 
mine that she’s been featured in, she clearly 
trusts that I’ll present her in a flatter- 
ing light. Which, I have to say, doesn’t take 
much work on my end. I’m always blown 
away by how honest and emo- 
tionally present she is when I 
point the camera at her. 

But with The Kids , I think I’ve 
ruined her. She comes across way 
too well in it. After every screen- 
ing the unanimous reaction has 
been: “Your daughter is so beauti- 
ful, and your wife is so wise, so 
amazing.” She jokes that I’ve 
blown it for myself for affairs and 
calls the film my ball and chain. What can I 
say? It’s the first rule of personal documentary 
filmmaking: Make your wife look really 
good. Especially if she earns more money than 
you do. 

AC: Did either of them have veto rights? 

DB: Both Marjorie and Lucy had the right to 
not only veto footage but veto the project. I 
was never concerned that Marjorie would do 
that, but it was disconcerting to give Lucy that 
power. On the other hand, there’s no way I 
would force Lucy to let me release a film that 
she thought might impact her life negatively. 
So just before I set out to raise some serious 
money to finish the film, I showed her about 
30 minutes of representative scenes, includ- 
ing all the toughest ones, and said, “Now’s 
the time to let me know one way or the 
other.” Luckily, she gave it a thumbs up and 
signed her release form. Next to her signa- 
ture, I should add, she drew a picture of a pile 
of poop and wrote, “This is what I think of 
your film.” 

AC: Can you talk about the challenges of bifur- 
cating your roles - on the one hand, as a dad and 


husband, on the other, as a docmaker - particu- 
larly during the more revelatory, emotional scenes 
which as a filmmaker you might have been 
ecstatic about . . . if you hadn’t also been a blood 
relative? Did you pull any punches that you 
might not have otherwise? 

DB: This question certainly goes to the heart 
of the difficulty of making personal documen- 
taries, especially when the filmmaker is the 
one holding the camera. This is where my 30 
years of professional experience as a camera- 
man is invaluable. 

I can shoot pretty decently without having 
to think about it, which means I can listen 
closely and be “in the moment” in terms of 
engaging with my subjects. While shooting, I 
try not to think too much about how things 
will play out in the finished film, though I 
certainly can get a feel for it. 

As far as filming Lucy went, I did my best 
to navigate my sometimes competing roles as 
both father and filmmaker. But the bottom 
line was always that I’m a father first. So any 
time Lucy didn’t want me to film, I didn’t. If 
she let me film but then asked me to stop, I’d 
stop. Particularly in the weeks leading up to 
her departure for college, when Lucy was feel- 
ing particularly stressed, I did my very best to 
shoot only what I absolutely needed to 
get. So, I have to admit, it got me pretty 
stressed, too. 

In addition to my roles as filmmaker and 
dad, I had a third role, as well - husband. And 
as hard as some of the scenes were to shoot 
with Lucy when she was emo- 
tional or angry, nothing came 
close in degree of difficulty as 
shooting Marjorie in bed during 
her episode of depression. Even 
though I only shot for a few 
minutes, pointing a camera at 
her in that condition was the 
toughest thing I’ve ever had to 
do in my professional life. The 
only way I could do it was 
knowing that destigmatizing depression is 
such a mission for her. And that, of course, 
she would later have the right to see the scene 
first and have it cut out, no questions asked, 
if she wanted. Happily, she’s very proud of 
the film and eager to have mainstream audi- 
ences see a story that’s not at all about 
depression, but where one of the characters 
becomes clinically depressed and then recov- 
ers beautifully without making a big deal of it. 
It’s a powerful message to get out there, and 
all the more effective because it’s not a mes- 
sage movie. 

AC: And, in the end, what have you concluded 
about the experience of sending your one and only 
off to college? 

DB: It’s not like Lucy died, but having your 
child leave home - and especially your only 
child - is a kind of mini death. It’s the death 
of the family unit as we knew it and lived it 
every day for 18 years. Life moves on, and 
Lucy and I have a great adult relationship 
now that I treasure, but it was a very diffi- 
cult adjustment period and shouldn’t be 
underestimated. ■

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The Axe Drops

There was disappoint- 
ment when news broke 
last Friday that ABC had 
canceled My Generation, 
the new hourlong drama 
about twentysomethings 
living in Austin. Most of the 
local online chatter I saw 
was lamentation about the 
missed chance at working 
as an extra (My Generation 
was filmed in and around 
Austin) and an amusing 
case made for why the show didn’t work - 
because it didn’t follow a formula where some- 
thing sad is followed by something happy 

There are casualties in every fall TV season, 
but this season seems particularly interesting 
to comment on beyond the usual complaint 
about mediocrity rising to the top. It seems 
that there’s a disconnect between what is 
being put out on broadcast TV (emphasis on 
broadcast) and the general Zeitgeist at large. 

The nation, as a whole, is suffering. We face 
a poor economy, high unemployment, the 
aftereffects of the Wall Street debacle, the 
BP oil spill in the Gulf, disenchantment with 
a formerly enchanting president, the ever- 
rising body count of the wars in Afghanistan 
and Iraq (though the latter, we’re told, has 
ended), and televised news sources that 
either don’t have the time to make any sense 
of it all (broadcast) or spend a great deal of 
their 24-hour cycles trading in hi 
truths or lies (cable). It’s all very 
demoralizing. So where do viewers 
go when they want a break from 
it all? The tried and true escapist 
comedies, unchallenging dramas 
focusing on friendship and fam- 
ily, and - for the truly brain-dead 
- reality TV 

What will “fail” on broadcast TV 
this season? Given the general mood, I 
predict anything that features the incredibly 
rich or privileged or self-centered. That’s part 
of the reason Lone Star failed. It had a unique 
premise and a strong cast; its downfall was its 
marketing. Pitching it as DaZZas-lite was not a 
good ploy. Nowadays, nobody wants to see a 
J.R. Ewing get away with his dirty little deeds. 

Lone Stars Bob Allen (James Wolk) was no 
J.R., but alas, few viewers bothered to tune in 
long enough to find that out. 

The truly appealing new hourlongs of the 
fall broadcast season are workingman dra- 
mas Detroit 1-8-7 (ABC), starring Michael 
Imperioli (The Sopranos, Life on Mars), and 
Blue Bloods (CBS), starring Tom Selleck. 

The former is set in Detroit, a U.S. city fight- 
ing to reinvent itself. Imperioli’s Detective 
Louis Fitch carries the weight of some past 
trauma on his shoulders while trying to clean 
up a city he refuses to give up on. In Blue 
Bloods, we have three generations of a family 
of cops with a secret that points to corruption. 


Whether the corruption comes from within 
or without is the question that Jamie (Will 
Estes), the Reagan family’s newest member 
of the New York City police force, will dis- 
cover the answer to as he decides where his 
allegiance lies: with family or with justice. 

Comedies have been mostly careful this 
TV season, with the exception of Fox’s 
Running Wilde, starring Will Arnett. In 
another season, it might have hit bigger. 
But in this climate, there’s something off- 
putting about a man who wants for noth- 
ing and whose capacity for self-reflection is 
nearly nonexistent. The other problem with 
this show is that it needs a better straight 
man, which is the same problem with $#*! 
My Dad Says. That show has a just okay 
straight man in Jonathan Sadowski (2009 ’s 
Friday the 13 th), and William Shatner 
could almost be funny if he weren’t trying 
hard. My prediction is that two 
Fox shows will rise to the top of 
the heap: the wackier The Good 
Guys - the misfit-cops show 
that premiered earlier this year 
as a midseason replacement 
- and Raising Hope (from 
My Name Is Earl creator Greg 
Garcia), which is about a young 
father raising a baby with the aid of 
his barely competent family. Again - the 
friendship-and-family platform. 

This season’s new dramas are definitely 
stronger than the comedies, but when it 
comes to escapism and a celebration of fam- 
ily and friendship - all the comforts neces- 
sary for hunkering in the bunker till it all gets 
better - the aforementioned fit the bill. 

As always, stay tuned.

A joint venture of American Experience 
and Frontline, the six-part series God in 
America premieres next Monday, Oct. 11, 
on PBS. It’s thoroughly researched, but the 
pacing and the mind-numbing flipping back 
and forth between talking heads and images 
makes this a tedious view.

Dressed for either a wedding or a funeral, 
the Monsters - My Morning Jacket’s Jim James, 
Conor Oberst of Bright Eyes, M. Ward, and 
Saddle Creek Records utility man extraordinaire 
Mike Mogis - trade selections from their indie 
folk songbook, venturing from romantic rumi- 
nations to existential wanderlust. For this last 
night of the North American tour, the illustrious 
collective radiates a punch-drunk camaraderie 
of old friends, each in service of the song. 

Johnson’s barely visible behind the front 
line, but his raspy harmonies rise above the 
fray. More than halfway into the three-hour, 
36-song marathon, and after a stunning duet 


on “Bermuda Highway,” James yields center 
stage to his “favorite son” by handing Johnson 
his acoustic guitar. Bathed in white spotlight, 
Johnson delivers “Just To Know What You’ve 
Been Dreaming,” the stark silencer from his 
2005 solo album, Vultures Await. 

I would walk a thousand miles 

Just to know that you’ve been dreaming 

And I would steal a thousand smiles 

Just to know that you’ve been laughing 

But when you’re not around 

You know nothing makes a sound 

While not counted as an official mem- 
ber of the supergroup, Johnson unknow- 
ingly illustrates why he could be Neil Young 
to the Monsters’ Crosby Stills & Nash, an 
instinctual and prolific songwriter of pro- 
found personal insight. Leader of longstand- 
ing Texan cells Centro-matic and South San 
Gabriel, he’s amassed a body of work offer- 
ing contemplative shades of My Morning 


Jacket’s At Dawn, the AM radio Americana of 
M. Ward, and Oberst’s emotive narratives. 

I would tell a thousand tales 
Just to know that you’ve been thinking 
And I would swim the seven seas 
Just to crawl along your beaches 

Johnson’s desperation deepens with every 
verse. James steps in to harmonize as if trying 
to shoulder some of the burden. 

But when you’re not around 
You know nothing makes a sound 
In the silence where I drown 

Patience for the Ride 

With a wire-bound scorecard tucked under 
his left arm at the Dell Diamond, Johnson 
could easily be mistaken for a baseball scout. 
The lanky 3 9-year- old songwriter wears a wool- 
fitted cap bearing the logo for the Asheville 
Tourists, an obscure Single-A team from North 
Carolina, shading emerald eyes and a lum- 
beqack beard you could strike a 
match on. You almost expect him 
to have a mitt. 

“It’s still packed away in the 
shed,” he chuckles, seated in the 
home run balcony for the Round 
Rock Express’ Aug. 22 bout against 
the Oklahoma City Redhawks. 

The hypnotic repetition of balls 
and strikes, baked in the glow of 
the late afternoon, makes a perfect 
backdrop for conversation with the 
polite and unassuming Johnson. 

His career parallels that of a jour- 
neyman minor leaguer with an 
all-star batting average. Over the last decade, 
he’s served as a touring member of Son Volt 
and Vamaline, provided background vocals for 
the Drive-by Truckers’ 2008 LP Brighter Than 
Creation’s Dark, and produced works for local 
songwriters Austin Collins and Collin Herring. 

This summer, Johnson traveled abroad for 
a one-off live performance with the Barcelona 
psych-folk act Animic, which was filmed for 
an upcoming documentary. He’s even jammed 
with cult experimentalist Jandek. Small won- 
der his collaboration with Magnolia Electric 
Co.’s Jason Molina last year was alternately 
dubbed the Phantoms of Folk. 

“I refuse to hang too much on certain mile- 
stones,” shrugs Johnson, who moved to Austin 
from Denton in 2003. “It’s all about trying to 
see things from as many angles as possible.” 

Born and raised in the boot heel of 
Kennett, Mo., Johnson committed to learn- 
ing entire records as a teenager, including the 
Replacements’ Let It Be and Soul Asylum’s Hang 
Time, from start to finish, on every instrument. 
Taking the name from an antique accordion, 
Johnson took the same approach for the record- 
ing of his 1997 debut as Centro-matic, Redo the 
Stacks, a four-track collection of abrasive pop, 
equally indebted to 1980s post-punk and his 
tenure on drums for Dallas’ scrappy Funland. 

Shortly thereafter, the final lineup of Centro- 
matic solidified with guitarist Mark Hedman and 


drummer Matt Pence, both formerly of Adam’s 
Farm, and Slobberbone’s Scott Danbom, a 
sonic architect that handles bass, keyboards, 
and violin. The same core treads mellower 
waters under the guise of South San Gabriel, 
albeit with a rotating cast of contributors. 

“If we’re ever behind in the studio, we can 
set up stations in the studio and Will can jump 
from one instrument to the next,” reflects 
Pence, the producer behind both outfits and 
Johnson’s solo recordings. “He’s fully capable 
of making amazing music without anyone’s 
help, and yet he allows plenty of space for us to 
flourish and really contribute. That’s one of the 
reasons why we’ve lasted as long as we have.” 
The difference between Centro-matic and 
South San Gabriel is that of Saturday night and 
Sunday morning, a division made evident as far 
back as 1999. That’s when a 60-song record- 
ing session, helmed at Jay Farrar’s Illinois 
studio, was divided between the noisy The 
Static vs. the Strings Vol. 1 and the oceanic lull 
of Navigational. Across more than 15 albums 
in the last decade, both projects have deliv- 
ered modem roots rock with an 
unwavering standard of quality. 

“Centro-matic is my favorite 
band,” proclaims Patterson Hood 
of the Drive-by Tmckers, who 
drafted Johnson and Danbom for 
his 2009 solo album, Murdering 
Oscar (And Other Love Songs), 
and accompanying tour. “I was a 
huge fan long before I met them. 
I don’t know if I can even put it 
into words. Every once in a while, 
something comes along that’s just 
like nectar music. It’s got every- 
thing I like in one place, as if I’ve 
been hearing it all my life. 

“Centro-matic ought to be one of the big- 
gest bands of the world. They’re a fourpiece 
without an ounce of flab, and Will Johnson is 
just an ungodly great singer and player. I hope 
I’ve been influenced by him.” 

Flashes and Cables 

There’s an old Willie Mays’ quote that 
Johnson’s particularly fond of: “For all its 
gentility, its almost leisurely pace, baseball is 
violence under wraps.” 

The same sentiment could be applied to 
Johnson’s songwriting. There’s a beautiful 
darkness to his lyricism that seeks out some 
lost American pastime, fever dream epipha- 
nies encrypted with scholarly sophistication. 
Having studied literature at the University of 
North Texas in Denton, Johnson’s versed in the 
Southern Gothic tradition, with the fractured 
density of William Faulkner and a sympathy for 
his characters that recalls Eudora Welty. It’s his 
visceral imagery, however, that’s barbed wire. 

In “The Fugitives Have Won,” from Centro- 
matic’s 2006 album, Fort Recovery, he retreats 
behind bitter metaphors (“I could taste the 
salt from your dishwasher eyes”) before land- 
ing the haymaker, “You with your beauty and 
I with my spleen, I’ll hitchhike to your bonfire 
in my suit of gasoline.”

CENTRO-MATIC 

Love You Just the Same 
(2003) 

A testament to the 
lasting endurance of 
Centro-matic, the then- 
Denton quartet’s sev- 
enth studio album triumphs through ragged 
determination. Co-producer Anders Parker of 
Varnaline helps harness some of the band’s 
most memorable work, including “Flashes 
and Cables,” “The Mighty Midshipman,” 
and “Breathe Deep Not Loud.” It’s a riot of 
melody balancing the anthemic immediacy of 
Centro-matic’s earliest work (the Crazy Horse- 
branded “Picking Up Too Fast”) and the veiled 
depths of Johnson’s songwriting (“All the 
Lightning Rods,” “Without You”).

prowess. Themes of departure, aging, and 
atonement surface in soft focus, with SSG 
carefully painting around Johnson’s oblique 
lyricism. From the lamp-lit “Predatory King 
Today” to the guitar squall against Johnson’s 
wordless refrain in “Affection’s the Pay” and 
melancholic resolve of “Sicknessing,” the 
Operation’s a success. 





Then there’s his voice, as distinct as 
Springsteen’s or Dylan’s but in no way 
similar. It’s worn yet endearing, equal parts 
devils and dust. In every way, he’s a song- 
writer’s songwriter. Just ask around. 

“He’s one of the best writers I know,” 
agrees Jon Dee Graham, who put Johnson 
in the hot seat for his Jon Dee & Friend 
residency at the Continental Club Gallery 
last month. “He doesn’t pander. There’s this 
sense that he delivers really important mes- 
sages, that he knows exactly what he’s saying, 
but his word choice is just so unpredictable.

There’s nothing straight-laced about it. His 
voice is so powerful, like an opera singer in 
a way. It’s such a pure tone that comes from 
the center.” 

“Will’s a gem,” adds Anders Parker, co- 
producer of Centro-matic’s 2003 classic, Love 
You Just the Same. “I love him like a brother. He 
has a workman’s attitude to the craft that I can 
really appreciate.” 

“He’s the kind of songwriter, like Bill Callahan, 
that everyone should know,” furthers fellow 
2010 Austin City Limits Music Festival perform- 
er David Bazan (Pedro the Lion/Headphones), 
who toured alongside Johnson four years ago in 
the Undertow Orchestra, a short-lived ensemble 
that included Mark Eitzel of American Music 
Club and the late Vic Chesnutt. “What I learned 
about all of their songwriting - and in the nega- 
tive about my own - is that they have simple yet 
profound and evocative tunes. 

“With Will it can be three chords over and 
over again, but you never get sick of hearing it 
or playing it.” 


Dual Hawks 

Johnson vividly remembers the day the 
package arrived, 4:30pm. Sent by Son Volt’s 
Jay Farrar for a still-unnamed project with 
Anders Parker and Jim James, the priority 
mailer was filled with photocopies of unpub- 
lished Woody Guthrie lyrics - some handwrit- 
ten, others typed out - in various states of 
unrest. A script in need of a soundtrack. 

Spreading the contents out across the kitch- 
en table, Johnson skimmed over the first few 
pages until the words to “Chorine My Sheba 
Queen” caught his eye. He began by tinkering 
with acoustic guitar progressions, juggling 
the melody with the rhythm of the verses. 
By 4:50pm, he’d recorded his first scratch 
version of the song, which will be included 
on the group’s collaborative full-length, tenta- 
tively scheduled for release next year. 

“To see these scraps of paper, with these 
incredible lyrics, and out in the margins are 
little math problems or coffee cup stains, was 


to get a glimpse of how full of life he was 
all the time,” relates Johnson. “I got to see 
the hard evidence of his conviction. I was so 
inspired and enthused to be witness to that.” 

Such moments of clarity aren’t unusual 
for Johnson. The concept behind South San 
Gabriel’s opus, The Carlton Chronicles: Not 
Until the Operations Through, struck him in the 
middle of the night while visiting his family, 
leading him to write “Predatory King Today” 
crouched in the closet of the guest bedroom. 

“It’s kind of unpredictable and happens in 
spurts,” acknowledges Johnson, a binge writer 
in the truest since. “Sometimes it strikes at 
incredibly inconvenient times, but that’s part 
of the fun - seeing if you can hang on to it or 
get it down on paper. You can’t sleep on it. No 
matter how many times you promise yourself 


you’ll wake up and remember it, it won’t be 
the same.” 

Back in 2005, Johnson estimated he had 
more than 750 unreleased songs stashed away. 
He’s since lost count, save for three nearly com- 
pleted albums: a new full-length for Centro- 
matic, for which he recently completed guitar 
overdubs; a follow-up to Vultures Await, featur- 
ing stark, acoustic sketches of the more eccen- 
tric figures he crossed paths with while living 
briefly in Bastrop; and a new collaboration 
with Bazan and the Kadane brothers of Trance 
Syndicate’s slowcore champions Bedhead. 

That’s not even including Eros, the suc- 
cinct appendix to last year’s Dual Hawks, the 
double album split between Centro-matic 
and South San Gabriel. Released digitally last 
month (store.centro-matic.com), the seven-song 
EP blurs the lines between the former’s rusted 
glory and the latter’s ambient introspection 
in the violin-plucked whisper of “Christmas 
’83,” cinematic grandeur of “Water 4 Legs 
and Lungs,” and the Americana reverb reverie 
“All Night Long.” As usual, Johnson’s already 
turned that page. 

He recently returned from a second leg 
of his living room tour with Parker and 
leaves later this month for a European run 
with Centro-matic. In December he’s sched- 
uled to produce Denton’s Telegraph Canyon. 
The same independent streak runs through 
Monsters of Folk. 

“Without question, we all change the scen- 
ery a good bit,” reflects Johnson. “That’s part 
of what brought Monsters together - a desire 
to just throw it out there and see what hap- 
pens. I’ve always felt like that’s where good art 
comes from, the willingness to put yourself in 
a position to either really pull something off 
or to totally fail. It’s a delicate pendulum from 
day to day, but I think we all find that very 
exciting and exhilarating.” 

It all balances out in the end. After all, John- 
son plays guitar like a frustrated drummer. ■

(Modern City Records) 

Austin post-punk quartet Cargo Cult 
(1985-1987), starring former Big Boys 
mouthpiece Randy “Biscuit” Turner 
(1949-2005) and future Jesus Lizard guitar 
machinist Duane Denison, cut demos at 
Ben Blank Studios for what the band hoped 
would follow up its Touch and Go debut, 
Strange Men Bearing Gifts. Mixed off a 
CD burn of the last surviving cassette, its 
precious sliver of Red River history holds 
down one-half of this double vinyl “Two- 
Headed Cobra,” a boutique package from 
French indie label Modern City Records, 
with bios, mini Xerox’d show fliers, and a 
set of 20 8-by-10 black-and-white gig art 
reproductions, matching Cargo Cult and 
Turner’s Texas Biscuit Bombs with the 
best of Austin’s inglorious post-punk past: 
the Dicks, Butthole Surfers, Hickoids, and 
Brown Whornet, etc. Cargo Cult divides 
seven songs over two sides of gray vinyl 
inlaid with aurora yellow highlights, which 
contrasts the appropriately dank, hell- 
fried Munsters mash of opener “I Can See 
Miles and Miles of Miles Davis,” Denison’s 
dinosaur pulse trolling for bash as Turner 
barks like a commie Drag worm. Better still 
is the succeeding “Cutting Paper Dolly,” 
wherein Don Davis’ reptilian bass taunts 
the guitarist’s soon-to-be-trademark chug- 
ging lunge and jazzabilly solo, with Biscuit 
raving like an untamed R&B punk writhing 
through the late 1940s. “Computer Date 
Killer” needles its uptempo into your eye 
with the serial precision of 1991’s Goat by 
that aforementioned David Yow band, while 
A-side closer “Aleister Crowley’s Dead” 
races more future Rev. Horton Heat like 
hot rods at the hop. The flip side furthers 
a Jesus Lizard agenda with the moody 
angularity of “Roses and Thorns” and metal 
tangle “Ant Farm.” Closer “Meanest Man 
Alive” name checks Chuck Norris and John 
Wayne on its way to sounding like a Faster 
Pussycat outtake. Four stars. The second 
LP, orange vinyl with a vanilla swirl, opens 
with a pair of studio tracks from Turner’s 
last group, Texas Biscuit Bombs, 2003, 
“Yelling Down a Well” and a cover of ZZ 
Top’s “Heard It on the X,” plus two shows

a year apart, 2004/2005, at Rudyard’s Pub 
in Houston. The art punk bop of “Yelling 
Down a Well” is voiced by a much older, 
wiser, at times retiring Turner, but then the 
pace at which the fourpiece tears through 
the Top tune belies that. A live sampling 
the following year opens with the Big Boys’ 
fractured “History,” plus a romp through 
three additional Big Boys breakdowns, 
and the chunky chain drive of Creedence 
Clearwater’s “Proud Mary.” A fiery, Bon 
Scott-a ping take on AC/DC’s “Rocker” bests 
any price of admission and/or download 
here, before Big Boys closer “Baby Let’s 
Play God” flexes the undiminished, Jello 
Biafra-like gullet shake with which Turner 
wrote himself into punk annals. The so- 
called “other side” preserves the singer’s 
second-to-last performance, beginning with 
an instrumental classic rock mini medley, 
then it’s into the Minutemen’s clustering 
“This Ain’t No Picnic.” There’s no containing 
this blaze, which includes a cover of Space 
City rockers Really Red’s “Teaching You the 
Fear,” and an audience-assisted free-for- 
all on the Dicks’ closing “Hate the Police” 
that’ll bring a tear to your eye. Brush it dry 
with a reprint of Turner’s lengthy period 
essay, “The Flies of Texas Are Upon You,” 
that traces the alternative scene as if by 
Zero Mostel mastering a theremin. Another 
four stars. This Two-Headed Cobra’s off 
the charts. (The Biscuit Bombs’ record 
release shines up Trophy’s, Saturday, 
Oct. 9, during the Hickoids’ four-night 
Austin Corn Lover’s Fiesta.)

deEP end 

Marrying Big Four thrash with black metal menace at a Southern 
cross, Austin’s Pack of Wolves reigns in blood with its crimson- 
colored 10-inch Penance of Pestilence (Arclight), a 26-minute vinyl- 
only manifesto for end times as epic as 2007 LP Betrayer. For 
all the fire and fury engraved into the dual guitars and blast-beat 
percussion, there’s a surprising clarity and depth throughout, espe- 
cially in vocalist Trey Ramirez’s harvest of sorrow. “I’ve seen the 
rise and the fall of the biggest tide. History can point the way back 
to genocide,” he seethes in “Justice Born of Sin,” which opens with 
winding acoustic guitars, like a ceremonial dance before battle. 

The instrumental “Never Sleep,” likewise, summons the wolves to 
the throne room before the baptismal closer “Rain You” - glorious 
nihilism. Beyond Gods & Empires charts similar terrain at 45 
rpm on its 12-inch, four-song debut, Descolada E.P. Tracked live 
in the studio, opener “Insurrection Song” demonstrates the blunt 
trauma to be expected from this local quartet’s mosh pits - lean 



American metal with hardcore intensity - while “With a Hammer” 
beats to a pulp with all the civility of a prison riot. On the opposite 
end of the spectrum, TV Torso chases two complimentary singles 
last year with 12-inch EP Status Quo Vadis. Frontman Matt Oliver 
still scratches at the same dark corners of his former Sound Team, 
mainly Bowie’s Berlin (the Krautrock glimmer of “Nobodies”) and 
Montreal indie rock (“Slouch Hat City”), but lacks the pop center 
to pull it all together, though “Two Glass Eyes” comes close.

2) Michael Lallana, 31, was arrested in Santa Ana, Calif., in August and 
charged on two separate instances of “discharging” his semen into a female 
co-worker’s water bottle. 3) William Black, 28, was arrested at a Sarasota, Fla., 
Walmart in September after he grabbed a Sports Illustrated swimsuit issue 
off the magazine rack, retreated to another aisle, and masturbated, leaving 
semen on the floor.

LEAD STORY 

Ingrid Paulicivic filed a lawsuit in 
September against Laguna Beach, Calif., 
gynecologist Red Alinsod over leg burns 
she bafflingly acquired during her 2009 
hysterectomy - a procedure that was 
topped off by the doctor’s nearly gratuitous 
name-“branding” of her uterus with his 
electrocautery tool. Alinsod explained that 
he carved “Ingrid” in inch-high letters on 
the organ only after he had removed it and 
that such labeling helps in the event a 
woman requests the return of the uterus 
as a souvenir. He called the branding just a 
“friendly gesture” and said he did not know 
how the burns on Paulicivic’s leg occurred. 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Marketing Professionals Not Ready for 
Prime Time: Drake University in Des 
Moines, Iowa, feeling under-respected aca- 
demically, commissioned an in-state firm 
to create a direct-mail campaign highlight- 
ing the many benefits of a Drake educa- 
tion. The pitch to potential students, which 
was rolled out in September in brochures 
and on Drake’s website, is called the 
“Drake Advantage” and is graphically rep- 
resented (curiously, for an academic insti- 
tution) as “D+.” 

Creative Sentencing: 1) Convicted 
Pennsylvania embezzler Lanette Sansoni 
pleaded guilty in August and agreed to reim- 
burse the victim the remaining $200,000 of 
the $475,000 she had stolen. Judge Joseph 
Smyth then sentenced Sansoni to house 
arrest - for 21 years. She can remain out of 
jail as long as she works and contributes at 
least $750 a month for restitution. 2) 
Samuel McMaster Jr. pleaded guilty to secu- 
rities fraud in August in Albuquerque but 
struck a deal with prosecutors to enable res- 
titution to his two dozen victims. McMaster 
fancies himself an expert at poker, and the 
judge agreed to withhold sentencing for six 
months to let McMaster prove he could earn 
at least $7,500 a month for his victims at 
Las Vegas poker tables. 

BRIGHT IDEAS 

In September, the Treviso, Italy, adult 
doll maker Diego Bortolin (who specializes 
in lifelike, precisely detailed, fully flexible, 
anatomically correct models of humans) 
told reporters that he had completed a 
special order for a 50-year-old business- 
man whom he would not name but who 
paid Bortolin the equivalent of $18,000 
(compared to his normal price of about 
$5,000) to go beyond his generic “young 
woman” - to create a replica of the very 
girlfriend who had just recently dumped 
him. The extra expenses were “because 
we had to replicate everything, right down 
to the shape of her nails and teeth” - 
plus, the man wanted his substitute girl- 
friend to have bigger breasts. 

Sixteen condom dispensers were 
installed at the San Francisco County Jail in 
San Bruno, Calif., in September, paid for by 
community grants, to assist in the county’s 
safe-sex program. (Of course, jailhouse sex 
remains illegal.) 


CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

BBC News reported in August that govern- 
ment officials in southern Sudan had unveiled 
a $10 billion plan that would rebuild the area’s 
major cities (heavily damaged during the ongo- 
ing civil war) “in the shapes of animals and 
fruit.” New blueprints for one state capital, 
Juba, show its boundaries in the shape of a 
rhinoceros, and for another capital, Wau, a 
giraffe, and for the town of Yambio, the outline 
of a pineapple. (Such municipal planning might 
appear quixotic, especially in view of Sudan’s 
wartime chaos, but investors can hardly ignore 
a country that sits on rich oil deposits.) 

Spousal violence continues to plague 
India, especially in lower-income areas of the 
state of Uttar Pradesh, but four years ago, 
Ms. Sampath Pal Devi, then 36, formed a vig- 
ilante group of females to fight back and has 
made notable progress, according to a July 
report on Slate.com. Members of Pal’s group 
travel in numbers, wearing hot-pink saris and 
carrying bamboo sticks, and try to reason 
with abusive husbands to improve their 
behavior. Originally, Pal imagined a temporary 
team, in place until women acquired greater 
electoral power, but the experience in Uttar 
Pradesh has been disheartening in that, 
often, the women elected as officials have 
been just as corruptible and male-centered 
as the men they replaced. 


U.S. and NATO forces in southern 
Afghanistan have reported feelings of revul- 
sion at the number and ostentatiousness of 
local Pashtun men who publicly flaunt the 9- 
to 15-year-old boys who they’ve acquired as 
lovers. The boys dress (and use makeup) like 
girls, dance, hold the men’s hands, and show 
off in front of others of their age. According 
to an August San Francisco Chronicle dis- 
patch from Kandahar, locals explain the prac- 
tice as partly regional tradition and partly a 
response to Islamic and tribal customs that 
make young females off-limits to men until 
marriage (local saying: “Women are for chil- 
dren; boys are for pleasure”). (The more fun- 
damentalist Pashtun also point out that boys 
are “cleaner,” in that they never menstruate.) 

A 1997 election law in Brazil makes it 
illegal to “degrade or ridicule” political can- 
didates or their parties, making that coun- 
try’s election seasons not nearly as lively 
as those in U.S. However, in August, one 
week after a protest in Rio de Janeiro by 
Brazilian comedians, the vice president of 
the Supreme Court acquiesced and sus- 
pended the law as unconstitutional.

Festival Hill in Round Top looks more like it is centuries old 
than approaching its fourth decade. The home of the Round Top 
Festival Institute, the retreat is a place where architecture, 

gardening, art, and music come together 
in a 200-acre celebration of life. 

Since concert pianist James Dick 
established the institute in 1971, the 
performance space has grown from 6 
acres with an abandoned school build- 
ing to more than 20 buildings. Most of 
the structures are rescued homes 
moved to the site, while others are the 
work of local craftsmen who have mas- 
tered the arts of dry-stack rock walls 
and intricate designs with wood. 

The centerpiece of the grounds is the 
1,100-seat concert hall that construction 
started on in 1981. A peek inside the 
hall reveals a work of art reminiscent of 
old cathedrals. One of the docents said 
the acoustics are phenomenal. 

In comparison, the Edythe Bates Old 
Chapel looks tiny but is no less beauti- 
ful than the grand concert hall. It has 
the rich, dark wood walls and stained- 
glass windows of a house of worship. 

The former Methodist church was origi- 
nally built in 1883, and it took four 
months in 1994 to move it from La 
Grange to Round Top. Rehearsals, lec- 
tures, and recitals are hosted in the 
restored sanctuary. 

Hidden beneath the Old Chapel is the Herzstein Memorial Plaza. Styled after European court- 
yards, the plaza is popular for weddings and receptions. Waterfalls cascading over the rock walls 
look hundreds of years old and add to the sensory smorgasbord. The plaza is a wonderful place for 
a large catered event or an intimate picnic in one of the shaded grottoes. 

Of all the beautiful areas on the grounds, the Roman Ruins are perhaps the most striking. The 
ruins are two walls and a tower built with an ancient method using no mortar between the rough- 
cut stone blocks. The plants that the walls protect turn the stone garden into a living space. 

Scattered about the grounds are 13 gardens containing many rare, medicinal, and fruit-bearing 
plants. Many of the flower beds were curated by Madalene Hill, the Texan grande dame of herbs. 

The best way to tour the grounds is to arrive early for one of the many performances held at the 
institute. The programs range from classical music and chorus recitals to a guitar festival and an 
annual herb festival. 

The second best way to explore the architecture and gardens is to take a guided tour. If you call 
ahead, they might let you join a group tour or provide a private tour if there is a docent available. 

All of the docents are passionate about the Festival Institute. Or you can take a self-guided tour, if 
there are no events already scheduled. 

Festival Hill and the Festival Institute are on the eastern edge of Round Top off FM 237. For 
more information, call 979/249-3129 or go to www.festivalhill.org.

Aztex in the D-2 Playoffs 

The Austin Aztex play their first home playoff game ever, this Saturday at 7:30pm, hosting the 
Montreal Impact at House Park. It’s the second leg of a home-and-away first-round matchup; the 
first leg is being played in Montreal as we go to press Wednesday, and the teams will go to over- 
time Saturday if they’re all even after the two games in regulation time. 

The Aztex fell to the second-best record in the league, and a No. 3 seeding, by losing their last 
two games on the road last weekend, 3-1 at Carolina, and 2-0 at Montreal. Not to worry too much, 
though; Austin fielded a largely second-string squad for their finale and by losing dodged a tough 
travel week and a tricky first-round match at eighth-seeded Puerto Rico. The Impact will be a hand- 
ful - they’ve won five of their last six - but the Aztex will be back at full strength and relatively rest- 
ed after staying over in Montreal for the last four days.

If you’ve never experienced a Dave Steakley musical, you 
should experience this one. Few things can match watching a 
production in which every element comes together to produce 


a coherent whole. Steakley, Zach’s longtime 
producing artistic director, has both the 
means and the wherewithal to do exactly 
that every time he helms a show, and he 
does it with this hugely popular Jonathan 
Larson musical inspired by Puccini’s opera 
La Boheme, but instead of a group of starv- 
ing artists in Paris in the 19th century, we’re 
watching a group of young bohemians in 
New York City at the turn of the millennium. 

If Michael Raiford has designed a finer 
set than the Eastside Village he sketches 
out on the Kleberg Stage, I have not seen it. 
He’s torn down the walls around the theatre, 
exposing the storage kept behind them, and 
built a massive set of graffiti-laced metal 
levels. With the orchestra easily seen, low 
at the back of the set, the atmosphere is 
partylike, a huge nightclub in the city street. 
Steakley and choreographer Robin Lewis use 
Raiford ’s set to full effect; people enter from 
every conceivable angle, often from way 
up high, leaping from one of the platforms 
on more than one occasion. The show has 
energy to spare, which is unquestionably 
helpful if you’re producing a rock opera. 

Larson wrote more than a few really great 
songs in this show, and John Pointer as 
Roger, who loves and loses, then loves and 
loses again, is fortunate to have the best of 
them. His rendition of “One Song Glory” - a 
song about writing a great song - captures 
an entirely human, exultant ache to reach 
beyond the self. Because Larson wrote such 


a sprawling play, opportunities to show- 
case voices abound, and Steakley does so, 
casting the invariably entertaining Andrew 
Cannata as Mark, our filmmaking narrator. 
Cannata nails his “Tango: Maureen,” a song 
about a kind of continuing relationship. 

He’s aided in the latter by Kristen Bennett 
as Joanne, who is the lover of Mark’s ex, 
Maureen, played by Ginger Leigh. (Haters be 
warned: There are lesbians and homosexu- 
als and cross-dressers in this hardened 
gem of a musical.) Much of the first act 
leads up to Maureen’s performance art 
piece, “Over the Moon,” about the cow in 
the nursery rhyme, and Leigh makes the 
buildup pay off with an expertly choreo- 
graphed, knowing, sensual piece. But the 
number that really rocked the socks of the 
sold-out house was the kickass “Today 4 
U,” with Joshua Denning as Angel. In heels 
big enough to shoe a couple of horses, 
Denning was all man and all woman - at 
the same time! With Jason Amato’s steamy 
lights, Allen Robertson’s rocking musical 
direction, Alison Heryer’s street-inspired cos- 
tumes, and Craig Brock’s cityscape sounds, 
Steakley has assembled a production that 
is more than likely every second as good 
as the one you could have seen during the 
show’s record run on Broadway. But you 
don’t have to travel to New York to catch it. 
Just head down a little south of the river on 
Lamar, and you can cut your own delicious 
slice of the Big Apple. - Barry Pineo

on foot? My eyes continually scanned the 
area back and forth, up and down, lest I 
miss something. When dancers appeared 
atop the ring of the Long Center City Terrace, 
I wasn’t sure how they got there. The illusion 
of appearance and disappearance, aided by 
Jason Amato’s lighting, was one of the best 
uses of the round, outdoor space. After the 
first section, the dancers atop the narrow, 
second-story ring slowly walked backward, 
receding from view. On the ground, dancers 
scampered off the pavilion and down the 
grassy hill beyond it until they were no lon- 
ger discernible in the dark; other times, they 
emerged from below the hillside, my eyes 
slowly adjusting and catching on as they 
walked toward the center of the pavilion. 

Artistic Director Sally Jacques’ aerial 
dancers are some of the best local danc- 
ers - aerial or grounded - I’ve seen. They 
stretched their bodies fully out into space, 
attending to line at all times. This specificity 
and control is a necessity when up on the 
apparatus, I expect, but it also seems to be 
an artistic concern of Jacques’. This refine- 
ment is refreshing and is what elevates 
her work beyond circus and makes some 
repetitive movements, like the somersault, 
mesmerizing instead of tedious. When four 
women on harnesses somersaulted around 
the columns, midway between the top of 
the structure and the ground, their landings 
and soarings were as fluid as if they were 
underwater. A later section for a pair of 
male-female couples suspended in silks was 
sculpturally lovely, and, if I’m not mistaken, 
its mood peeked out, a bit cheekily, from 
beneath the sober intensity of the rest of 
the show. 

This intensity - the upturned faces, the 
open palms, the clenched-fist-to-stomach 


maneuvers, all to a dramatic compilation of 
music from film, opera, and compositions 
by sound designer William Meadows - was 
explained in a program note, which referred 
to anxiety, unpredictable times, and seeing 
oneself as “part of the divine creative intelli- 
gence.” But even seen as episodes of medi- 
tation and quest, the structure of the piece 
seemed fragile. The groupings and appa- 
ratus-focused sections seemed arranged 
only superficially: There was a beginning, 
some divertissement, a slight heightening of 
energy, and an abrupt ending, but this con- 
struction didn’t appear to support a larger 
concept. 

Perhaps the venue was partly to blame for 
the feebleness in the work. Except for the 
disappearing quality it afforded the entranc- 
es and exits, the City Terrace seemed limit- 
ing and lacking in drama compared to previ- 
ous sites, such as the J.J. Pickle Federal 
Building and the Intel shell. Perhaps this 
has to do with psychology: Performance is 
expected at the Long Center (even though 
it’s usually inside), and so the context isn’t 
as arresting as with performances at federal 
office buildings or abandoned construction 
sites, both rife with symbolism. Also, the 
space on the ground begged to be used 
more. Whenever the dancers descended, 
they did a lot of lunges and nice port de 
bras, breaking into a run near the end. 
Granted, there isn’t a lot of exciting dance 
that can be done on concrete, unless the 
dancers have sneakers and maybe knee- 
pads, but I trust that the team who figured 
out how to have a woman gracefully sit 
atop a man’s upended bottom while he is 
suspended in a two-story length of cloth 
can come up with something to do on the 
ground as well. - Jonelle Seitz

“You’ve come a long way, baby” was the tagline for 
Virginia Slims cigarettes, a brand that was “slimmer 
than the fat cigarettes men smoke” and liked, upon its 


debut in 1968, to associate itself with 
the women’s liberation movement. It was 
a successful campaign and used much 
imagery of women from the repressive 
beginning of the 20th century to the 
more liberated middle of it. Way to go, 
clever ad agency folks at Leo Burnett. 

The artist whose latest solo show 
currently graces the walls of Wally 
Workman Gallery isn’t promoting a 
damned thing here, except the artwork 
itself, and that artwork, in ways more 
subtle and sublime than the nico- 
tined smoke and mirrors of Mad Ave., 
explores the recent and still shifting 
history of women with painted images 
both precise and (where visually effec- 
tive) dripfully rough. Way to go, former 
advertising art director Honora Jacob. 

Here are portraits not of women 
specifically, but of Woman as an arche- 
type, their faces unpictured, the blank 
headspaces themselves often obscured 
by that popular icon of metamorphosis: 
butterflies. The winged insects flutter 
in bright explosion, like psychopomps 
mediating between the conscious and 
unconscious realms, as if implying that 


a person’s dreams can become flesh - 
the way suffrage and other equal rights 
were envisioned and made manifest, the 
way a caterpillar eventually lives what 
might have been only a dream of flight, 
the way works like these move, step by 
step, sketch by pigment, from the art- 
ist’s mind to the final material form. 

Here are portraits of women via the 
accoutrements of women: dresses, 
whether worn by the faceless figura- 
tives that Jacob has rendered in oil 
on canvas and Plexiglas or worn only 
by the dressmakers’ dummies that 
also figure in these colorful, sartorially 
elegant paintings. Symbolic objects 
- pomegranates, nested eggs - are 
frequent additions to these portraits, 
whether as storied accents or as 
things that exist in the same plane as 
the figures depicted. 

Here are portraits of a feminine 
milieu, as filtered through the personal 
perspective of Honora Jacob and 
displayed on the elegant walls of the 
Workman Gallery where beauty, like 
smoke famously used to, gets in your 
eyes. - Wayne Alan Brenner

sumably for ransom. His only companions, 
such as they are, in the dark dead earth are 
a flashlight, his trusty Zippo lighter, and a 
cell phone. Mad panic ensues. You’ve got 
to hand it to Reynolds, director Cortes, and 
screenwriter Chris Sparling; they 
milk every single frisson of nail- 
ripping anxiety from a stunningly 
simple - yet universally recog- 
nized and dreaded - conceit and 
then cap it with a payoff of molar- 
pulverizing intensity. Reynolds, 
in particular, has the Herculean 
task of holding the audience’s 
attention while he squirms and squeals for 
94 minutes, an eternity in our ADHD age.

CASE 39 D: Christian Alvart; with Renee Zellweger, 
Jodelle Ferland, Callum Keith Rennie, Ian McShane, Bradley 
Cooper, Adrian Lester, Kerry O’Malley. (R, 109 min.) 

Neither so awful as to be enjoyable nor 
eerily artful enough to be anything other 
than a snoozy also-ran in the perpetually 
poor plotting machine that is the demon- 
child cinematic subgenre, Case 39 is 
exactly as forgettable as, I’d wager, the 38 
previous ones. Notably, the film has been 
theatrically released and available on DVD 
overseas, having been shot in 2006 and 
then abruptly orphaned stateside by home 
studio Paramount for reasons unknown. 
Academy Award-winner and former Return 
of the Texas Chainsaw Massacre ingenue 
Zellweger plays Emily Jenkins, a social 
worker assigned to the hellishly problematic 
case of 10-year-old Lily Sullivan (Ferland, 
of Terry Gilliam’s Tide land). Lily is a raven- 
locked, plaid-jumper-wearing emissary of 
the damned, whose parents, clearly aware 
of genre tropes and acting accordingly, tried 
and failed to bake her alive in the fam- 
ily oven. In a professionally questionable 
breech of protocol, Emily petitions the court 
to become the child’s guardian, and before 
you can say, “Rosemary’s ba...!” various 
and sundry character actors begin dying in 
horrible ways. Nothing so horrible, mind you, 
as my personal bugaboo - being devoured 
by sharks with bees for teeth - but unfun 
nonetheless. Ferland is suitably creepy in 
the devil-child role (plaid = evil, always), 
and there’s nothing embarrassing about 
Zellweger’s performance at all, but Case 
39 fails to make an impression (or raise a 
goosebump or a hackle) by sheer dint of its 
mediocre sameness. As anyone who’s seen 
Orphan, The Omen, The Unborn, The Bad 
Seed, The Good Son, Village of the Damned, 
or The Sound of Music knows, children are 
the devil’s playthings and are not to be 
trifled with or, for heaven’s sake, adopted.

IT’S KIND OF A FUNNY 

STORY D: Anna Boden, Ryan Fleck; with 
Keir Gilchrist, Zach Galifianakis, Emma Roberts, Viola 
Davis, Jeremy Davies, Bernard White. (PG-13, 101 min.) 

Movies targeted at teens these days 
often have the feel of being mere after- 
thoughts to the accompanying soundtrack, 
but It's Kind of a Funny Story embraces 
quiet in a way that is typically anathema to 
the young-adult market. Cannily recognizing 
how much noise attends adolescence - that 
of parents hectoring, teachers haranguing, 
friends joshing and bullying, the hipped 
cell phone beeping and blathering, and the 
siren gong of whatever’s making the Internet 
rounds that minute - filmmakers Boden and 
Fleck (Half Nelson, Sugar) take the oppo- 
site approach: with stillness. It’s a neat 
contrast to the voices kicking around the 
frazzled head of 15-year-old overachiever 
Craig (Gilchrist). Recognizing that he’s close 
to buckling under the demands of his age 
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and his ambition, Craig checks himself into 
a mental ward at the film’s beginning - a not 
entirely thought-out brake-pull that results in 
a mandated five-day stay in the hospital. You 
probably already know where this is going 
- the lessons Craig will learn, the truths he 
will come to discover about himself and oth- 
ers. Certainly when we meet his anti-social 
roommate, the bed-bound Muqtada (White), 
the hardened moviegoer will nod, yes, it’s 
only a matter of time before Craig coaxes 
him out of his cocoon. And yet, there’s 
sweet surprise in how it happens. Boden 
and Fleck’s unabashedly warmhearted film 
is a sensitively wrought but also very funny 
portrait of the way we respond to pressure. 
(Cue the shouldn’t-work-but-it-does - and 
beautifully - sing-along to “Under Pressure.”) 
There isn’t a tough bone in its body - nor, 
it seems, a Steadicam in the filmmakers’ 
arsenal, which ruins a bravura monologue 
by Craig’s fellow ward resident (played by 
Galifianakis, subverting his well-honed comic 
deadpan for subtly resonant dramatic effect). 
But these damaged patients have it tough 
enough already: Why not meet them with ten- 
derness? It's Kind of a Funny Story manages 
to affirm the good things in life without ever 
whitewashing the bad. - Kimberley Jones

With its sitcom-ready premise and its 
engaging and attractive leads, Life as We 
Know It lives up to its title: This romantic 
comedy is more of the same. Heigl and 
Duhamel, despite extensive filmographies, 
remain best known for their TV break- 
throughs in Grey's Anatomy and Las Vegas, 
respectively, and their combined likability 
quotient infuses this two-singletons-and-a- 
baby story with a sense of spontaneity and 
brightness. It’s the best date-night movie to 
hit the screens in a while, which, consider- 
ing the competition, is very faint praise. Life 
as We Know It indulges in wish fulfillment 
and fantasy: motherhood without stretch 
marks and morning sickness, fatherhood 
without the rat race and monogamy. In this 
improbable story, Holly Berenson (Heigl) and 
Eric Messer (Duhamel), who goes by his 
last name, become instant parents when 
their best friends (MacArthur and Hendricks 
of Mad Men fame) die in a car accident 
and leave a will that designates Holly and 
Messer as their child’s guardians. Each is a 
friend of only one of the spouses; Holly and 
Messer’s antipathy for each other is delin- 
eated in a blind date shown in the movie’s 
preamble. Nevertheless, they move into their 
friends’ house to raise adorable Sophie (the 
Clagett triplets), despite the preposterous- 
ness of the premise. Cue the montages 
of dirty diapers, baby’s first steps, feeding 
mishaps, along with the psychological spar-

ring between this mismatched pair that we 
all recognize as a cover-up for their sexual 
attraction. Neighbors, social workers, and 
the like come and go, as do career oppor- 
tunities. Eventually, they discover what we 
knew all along: These two belong together. 
Director Berlanti, another TV veteran, pads 
the film with numerous cliched montages 
set to popular music, and the script by 
Ian Deitchman and Kristin Rusk Robinson 
brings little that’s new to this baby shower. 
But the actors are fully invested in the 
charade, even if the movie that surrounds 
them is not.

NEVER LET ME GO D: Mark Romanek;

Early reactions to this filmed adaptation 
of Kazuo Ishiguro’s undeniably under-the- 
skin but a mite overpraised Never Let Me 
Go seemed to share the same basic - very 
American, I think - complaint (and you 
should stop reading now if you’d like the 
film’s central mystery to be kept just that): 
Why didn't they fight back? But I think that 
misses the rather crucial point that this 
is a British film: made by, set in, inspired 
by, all that. The British children highlighted 
in the opening scene of the film, set at 
a remote school called Hailsham, could 
be mistaken for those wonderfully distinc- 
tive children seen in the intro to the Up 
series - same-clad, cable-knit kids toiling 
through school but unique in face and tem- 
perament. That singularity is significant, 
because the Hailsham students have been 
born into a system that values them for 
their parts, not their discrete personalities, 
and certainly not for anything so indefin- 
able - or irrefutable - as a soul. Early on - 
and again, massive spoiler alert - we learn 
that the raison d’etre of these children, 
all clones, is to keep themselves “healthy 


inside,” because once they achieve matu- 
ration, their parts will be harvested in a 
series of “donations.” The Hailsham stu- 
dent body, then, is living with an expiration 
date fixed sooner than most. What was 
better defined in the book was how gradu- 
ally that knowledge dawned on the children 
- how a fact could seep so insidiously as 
to become simply a fact of life, even if it 
signaled death. A movie, alas, must move 
faster and with less finesse: Here, that fact 
is dropped like a bomb (hence American 
critics, with their native rebellious streak, 
crying foul), but still, these well-trained 
children take the news and soldier on - so 
very British. In their later bloom, aging ever 
closer to donation, they are portrayed by a 
forceful triumverate of British actors: Oscar 
nominee Mulligan (An Education ) - tight- 
lipped and watchful - plays Kathy; Knightley 
is the bullying but magnetic Ruth; and The 
Social Network’s Garfield, gangly and halt- 
ing, is Tommy, a once-raging child who as a 
man has not yet found his voice. (They all 
do worthy work with largely uncommunica- 
tive characters, but it’s Knightley, with her 
slow waking to bitterness, who stuns in a 
secondary role.) Much of the nuance of the 
book has been disappointingly, if perhaps 
inevitably, stripped from the film; what 
remains is a more conventionally relayed 
love triangle. Romanek (One Hour Photo) 
wisely doesn’t play this as a sci-fi story - it 
never was - but he also doesn’t lean hard 
enough on the philosophic underpinnings 
of the piece, especially in the crucial dis- 
parity between how the world at large views 
the donors and how the donors view them- 
selves. (The film’s climax is so delicate it 
would wisp away if you weren’t pricking your 
ears; frankly, screenwriter Alex Garland, of 
The Beach and Sunshine, has never been 
much of a closer.) Romanek, alas, doesn’t 
lean too hard on anything, save the muted 
colorscape: The subdued characters I can 
abide, intellectually speaking, but subdued 
filmmaking with material this fundamentally 
gut-punching is a lot less easy to swallow.

As in The Blind Side, the outcome 
of Secretariat’s story is already part of our 
popular knowledge prior to any film treat- 
ment of the events, thus allowing the movie

than their finish lines. In this, Secretariat 
differs from the usual come-from-behind 
sports drama in which scrappy, underdog 
heroes offer lessons in tenacity and per- 
severance. From the moment Secretariat 
was born, the horse was a bona fide 
contender, a racehorse whose inner com- 
pass pointed toward the winner’s circle. 
Thus, Secretariat is more a story of Mrs. 
Tweedy’s unexpected march to the cham- 
pionship. Despite the unflattering early 
Seventies period garb and hairdos, Lane 
is radiant as the Denver housewife and 
mother of four who takes over her fam- 
ily’s horse farm in Virginia after the death 
of her mother and the infirmity of her 
father (Glenn), a legendary horse-breeder. 
Drafted to her side are the eccentric 
trainer Lucien Lauren (a colorful yet 
restrained Malkovich), groom Eddie Sweat 
(Ellis), and jockey Ron Turcotte (played by 
real-life jockey Thorwarth). Her focus and 
determination astonish the other owners 
and breeders in the male-dominated world 
of racing and sideswipe her husband and 
children, who would clearly prefer that she 
spend more time with them, although they 
hardly complain. Mrs. Tweedy is painted 
as something of a feminist icon of the 
time. (Lest we forget, events such as 
Billie Jean King’s trouncing of Bobby Riggs 
were contemporaneous with Secretariat’s 
racing feat and became part of the public 
debate about women’s equality.) Written 
by Mike Rich (The Rookie, The Nativity 
Story, and Finding Forrester) and directed 
by Braveheart scribe Wallace, Secretariat 
can’t shake its inspirational roots, and 
things such as the opening and closing 
quotations from the Book of Job and the 
dramatic inclusions of the spiritual tunes, 
“Oh Happy Day” and “I’ll Take You There” 
may even capture some of the same 
faith-based audiences that helped swell 
the box-office receipts of The Blind Side. 
Terrific supporting performances bolster 
Lane’s star turn, and some audiences will 
cheer in their theatre seats as though 
they were at the track, but Secretariat is 
ultimately a conventional story, conven- 
tionally told. - Marjorie Baumgarten

WOMEN WITHOUT MEN

Set in Iran during the tumultuous 
time of August 1953, when a British- 
and American-backed coup ousted the 
democratically elected government of Dr. 
Mohammed Mossadegh and installed 
the shah as the new ruler, Women 
Without Men offers a glimpse of wom- 
en’s lives in that country prior to the 
uproar of the last half-century. Based on 
a magical realist novel by Shahrmoush 
Parsipour, the film depicts the lives of 
four women of different backgrounds 
and social classes. Director Neshat, an 


acclaimed photographer and video artist, 
adapted the story with her husband, Shoja 
Azari, but every frame of the film reflects 
her compositional acuity and visual sen- 
sibility. Born in Iran, Neshat emigrated 
to the U.S. as a teenager, and Women 
Without Men was filmed in Casablanca, 
Morocco, using that location as a stand- 
in for Tehran. Though the film is visually 
compelling, its story is slight and the 
characters seem more like figurative repre- 
sentations than flesh-and-blood subjects. 
Munis (Tolouei) is an unmarried 30-year- 
old woman who lives with her brother, 
who pressures her to marry. Instead, she 
remains glued to the radio, listening to 
current events until she finds a dramatic 
release from her situation. Her young 
friend Faezeh (Ferydoni) is a virgin who has 
trouble finding her own path in the world. 


Zarin (Toth) is a prostitute who impulsively 
flees her brothel and is taken in, near-dead, 
by Farrokhlagha (Sjajrzad), a fiftyish woman 
who has left her husband (a general who dis- 
dains her for being menopausal) and bought 
her own estate in the country. Her home 
becomes a way station for these women, 
while Munis’ spirit remains in the city, 
becoming part and parcel of the agitation in 
the streets. The cinematography by Martin 
Gschlacht is rich with deep visual halftones 
that somewhat replicate the look of photog- 
raphy and leave behind striking images for 
us to ruminate over. However, too much is 
left to the vagaries of magical realism as we 
watch scene after scene of women walking, 
hovering, and restraining their self-expres- 
sion. The images are vivid, their meanings 
much less so. - Marjorie Baumgarten

What a curious beast this kiddie flick is, with 
its two wolf packs turf-warring over a prime feeding 
ground for caribou but played out with an almost 
comical bloodlessness.

Noyce’s film - more Ian Fleming than John le 
Carre - is adult popcorn fun, lightweight but durable, 
with Jolie trading up from her tomb-raiding Lara Croft 
days for a more complex but equally seductive blend 
of parkour-based action. Jolie’s titular veteran agent, 
blond and bee-stung, goes on the lam when she is 
outed as a deep-planted Soviet mole. Breathlessly 
paced though it is, the film plays like a nostalgic revi- 
sion of the original The Manchurian Candidate meets 
The Boys From Brazil, hopped up on video-gamer ste- 
roids. Which, frankly, is a downright kickass premise. 
Jolie manages to infuse the character of Evelyn Salt 
with multiple shades of gray - “is she or isn’t she?” 
multiplied by the power of contemporary terror para- 
noia - and the script by Kurt Wimmer {The Thomas 
Crown Affair) is convoluted enough to evoke the laby- 
rinthine corridors of Langley-based power while never 
sacrificing action for anything so dreary as post-Cold 
War polemics.

Fincher’s blisteringly entertaining The Social 
Network touches down in the calm before the 
storm, before social media rewrote the rules on 
how information moves. We first meet the eventual 
founder of Facebook, Mark Zuckerberg (Eisenberg), 
in a bar, having drinks with his girlfriend (Mara). He 
is callous, socially inept, and ravenously ambitious 
- the boy who would be king, not yet fixed on what 
the kingdom will look like. The Social Network cuts 
with ease from flashbacks of Zuckerberg’s under- 
graduate days to depositions related to two concur- 
rent lawsuits brought against him. Although the 
legal proceedings provide the handy framework for 
the film, who did what to whom, when, and with how 
much premeditated bloodlust is of ancillary concern 
to the film’s layered examination of an asshole. 

History as 
we know it is still unfurling, and The Social Network 
is that rare film that has something - not yet defini- 
tive, but certainly provocative - to say about it.

The title’s town is 
Charlestown, a kill-or-be-killed stretch of land noto- 
rious for hatching bank robbers like chickens do 
eggs. Ingrained violence and OxyContin addiction 
are casual facts in Charlestown, but Doug MacRay 
(Affleck) is trying to leave both behind, opting instead 
to knock over banks. Doug runs a crew with his 
childhood friend James (Renner, scary and rabid), 
and in a tight, fierce opening sequence, we see 
just how good these men are at their jobs. In that 
same sequence, Doug meets a woman named Claire 
(Hall) and, through her, begins to imagine a life 
outside of Charlestown. The tenderness of Affleck 
and Hall’s scenes together elevate the routineness 
of the one-last-job-and-l’m-out plot. Most of the film 
embraces a sort of moral ambiguity, but the climax 
- a well-staged series of calamities - and its sun- 
set coda unsettlingly whitewash that complexity.

WILL MY SECURITY 
DEPOSIT EVER BE RETURNED? 

I moved out of my Houston rent house in June when 
my lease ended, left Houston in the dust, and moved to 
Central Texas for good. Only problem is that my old 
landlord still hasn’t returned my security deposit. How 
long can she hold on to the security deposit? 

Texas law requires a landlord to refund a security 
deposit to a tenant by the 30th day after the tenant 
moves out. However, the landlord is not obligated 
to return a tenant’s security deposit until the tenant 
gives the landlord a written statement of the tenant’s 
forwarding address. In these situations, it can be 
helpful to send a letter, preferably via certified mail, 
to the landlord verifying the tenant’s mailing address 
and informing the landlord that Texas law requires the 
security deposit to be returned within 30 days. 

I moved out of my rent house a few months ago, and my 
landlord verbally told me that the house was in great condi- 
tion and that there would be no deductions to my security 
deposit. Several months have passed, the security deposit 
has not been refunded, and now the landlord is suggesting 
that she will keep some of my deposit ( without giving me 
any specific reason for doing so). Can she do that? 

As a general rule, a landlord who retains part of 
a security deposit must give the tenant an itemized 
list of all deductions. The one exception to this rule 
occurs when the tenant still owes rent upon mov- 
ing out of the property and there is no controversy 
concerning the amount of rent owed. In your case, 
assuming you complied with your lease terms, Texas 
law requires your landlord to provide you with 
an itemized list of all deductions to your security 
deposit. A landlord can deduct from the security 
deposit the damages and charges for which the ten- 
ant is responsible, reasonable wear and tear excluded. 
Push your landlord to return the security deposit and 
provide an itemized list of deductions, which will let 
you know whether she has improperly withheld the 
security deposit.

KEY-FOB WARNING IS ONLY 
AN URBAN LEGEND 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I got an e-mail this morning from our com- 
pany’s internal security department about lock- 
ing your car with the remote key fob. The memo 
cites the story of a woman in a shopping center 
who noticed two guys in a car watching her, and 
then, after she locked her car and walked away, 
she heard her car unlock. It says that car thieves 
have a device that can capture the frequency of 
your key fob, and then use it to unlock your car 
while you’re in a store. The woman claims that 
this was explained to her by the police. Is this 
true or an urban legend? Thanks. - Mike 

RAY: It’s an urban legend, Mike. When 
locking key fobs were new, back in the 
1980s, they would be set to a single, per- 
manent frequency. And I suppose, in those 
days, if a thief had the right equipment, 
he potentially could capture the frequency 
and gain access to the car. 

TOM: But there are two reasons why 
that’s extremely unlikely today. First, key 
fobs now jumble their codes. So each time 
you use the fob to lock your door, it gener- 
ates a unique code that it uses only that 
one time. While there might be equipment 
capable of breaking through that system, 
it’s more likely to be owned by the Ocean’s 
Eleven crew than by a common burglar. 

RAY: That’s the second reason why this 
story is unlikely to be true: Most people who 
break into your car to steal something off the 
seat are opportunists, not master planners. 
These guys go looking for a car that’s been 
left open, or they’ll see a computer on a seat 
and break a window to grab it. 

TOM: Keep in mind, also, that they can’t 
steal your car with the key fob frequency, 
even if they could obtain it, since the igni- 
tion system has its own immobilizer. 

RAY: So rather than worry about this sort 
of high-tech operation, you’d be better off 
following the more basic rules to avoid car 
break-ins: Don’t leave valuables in plain 
sight; remember to lock your car; park in 
well-lit, populated areas; and don’t ever leave 
your car in my brother’s neighborhood.

In the world of politics, activism beats apathy every time. A small, well- 
organized group of complete nut jobs has a much better chance of forwarding 
its insane agenda than an unorganized multitude of like-minded, reasonable, 
uninvolved intellectuals. Don’t believe it? Consider Hitler. People are every 
bit as likely to vote with their guts as they are with their minds - even smart 
people. More importantly, 
intellectuals are much less 
inclined to do the dirty 
work of politics: the can- 
vassing, the mailing, the 
sign posting, the cold 
calling, and the fundrais- 
ing (which involves more 
knee pad work than most 
intellectuals are willing to 
endure). To be fair, intel- 
lectuals are also disgusted with the political process itself, which inherently 
undermines the integrity of its participants. Anyone who has campaigned for 
anything - be it PTA second vice chair or assistant county clerk - knows that 
politics involves a humbling amount of compromise, and very often the first 
thing that gets compromised is ethics. Politicians who start out on a march 
toward truth and light sometimes lose their way in the dark forest of financial 
necessity, public opinion, and political cronyism. What begins as a “means to 
an end” becomes all about the means with no end in sight. Politics can be very 
rewarding - especially for those seeking rewards. Thus the ongoing American 
fascination with “political outsiders.” The problem with political outsiders is 
that in politics, there aren’t any Even if you want to somehow subvert the de 
facto plutocracy of the American political system, you’re still going to have to 
get on the cock of a whorish number of needy special interest groups in order 
to get elected. As the Bob Dylan song goes, “You’re gonna have to serve some- 
body” Ideally it’s your constituency. Sometimes your constituency is a corpo- 
ration that funnels millions of dollars to your campaign through a fictitiously 
named bank account in the Caymans, and sometimes it’s a group of senile, 
xenophobic old timers with nothing better to do with their time than show 
up at the polls on voting day Feeling jaded?
